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THEIR ACTION LOOKED UPON IN 
WASHINGTON AS A BLUNDER. 


ADVERSE CRITICISM OF THE FRIENDS OF 
CONELING AND PLATT—A BELISF THAT 
THE EX-SENATORS WILL BE RETURNED 
AND ACT AS INDEPENDENT REPUB- 
LICANS. 

Wasnincton, May 18.—The excitement 
eaused by the resignations of ex-Senators 
Conkling and Platt has subsided, and, except 
in a general way, very little was said to-day 
about the dual retirement. All who speak of 
the action of the New-York Senators, includ- 
ing the most confidential friends and earnest 
supporters of Mr. Conkling, express the con- 
viction that it was a blunder, and that 
whatever may be the result so far as 
Mr. Conkling and Mr. Platt are individually 
concerned, it is likely to seriously affect the 
Republican Party in New-York. The proba- 
ble action of the New-York Legislature in fill- 
ing the vacancies is the topic that is now 
uppermost. The general belief is that Conk- 
ling and Platt will be returned, but the action 
of the State Senate last night in adjourning 
before the resignations could be officially made 
known, is regarded by many persons as an 
indication that the two ex-Senators are likely 
to encounter determined opposition. This ad- 
journment of the State Senate will 
prevent an election until May 31. 
Of course, a majority of the Legislature can 
determine to elect on Tuesday next, but such 
an election on that day would be unwise, for 
the reason that it would raise a question in 
the Senate when the new Senators present 
themselves as to the legality of the election. 
The Senate having the right to judge of the 
qualification and election of its members, an 
objection to the admission of the new Sena- 
tors would send them to the Committee on 
Privileges and Elections, and this would re- 
sult in protracted discussion and delay. The 
fact that the votes of the two New-York Sena- 
tors are required to give the Republicans a 
constitutional majority is too important to be 
forgotten. 

A Republican Senator who talked this af- 
ternoon with Mr. Conkling, said to-night that 
be inferred from Mr. Conkling’s conversation 
that that gentleman fully expects that Mr. 
Platt and himself will be returned by the Le- 
gislature of New-York, and that, if so re- 
turned, they will act independently of the 
present Administration,and will feel themselves 
under no obligations to participate in the cau- 
cuses of Republican Senators, or to be bound 
by their decisions on matters that are dis- 
tinctively Administration plans or measures, 
In other words, Messrs. Conkling and Platt, if 
returned, will act as Independent Republican 
Senators from New-York. 

In the letter to the President remonstrating 
against the appointment of Judge Robertson, 
and signed by Vice-President Arthur, Post- 
master-General James, and Messrs. Conkling 
end Platt, which letter is incorporated in that 
of the New-York ex-Senators to Gov. Cornell, 
the following sentence occurs: ** We had only 
two days before this, [the day on which 
the New-York nominations were announced 
in the Senate,] been informed from you 
[the President] that a change in the Customs 
office in New-York was notcontemplated, and 
were quite ignorant of a purpose to take any 
action now.’’ A cursory reading of this sen- 
tence, in conjunction with what precedes and 
foliows it, is calculated to convey the impres- 
sion that the four gentlemen who signed the 
remonstrance had been informed by the 
President two days before Judge Robertson’s 
nomination was announced that it was not 
his purpose to nominate any person for 
Collector of Customs at New-York. This 
is not correct, so far as the Post- 
master-General is concerned. Mr. James 
said to-night, upon having his attention 
iirected to the sentence above quoted, that he 
had no conversation whatever with the Presi- 
dent touching the Coliectorship of New-York 
until after the nomination of Judge Robertson 
nad been sent to the Senate, and knew nothing 
whatever of his intentions in regard to that 
pffice. 

It is understood that ex-Senators Conkling 
and Platt fully expected that the Republican 
Senators would endeavor to postpone action 
on Judge Robertson’s nomination until the va- 
sancies caused by their resignations are filled. 
In this expectation they are to be disappoint- 
sd, as itis probable that the Senate will to- 
morrow confirm Judge Robertson. The Com- 
mittee on Commerce to-day reported this nom- 
ination favorably, and it is now on the calen- 
dar and may be called up to-morrow for ac- 
tion. A motion was made in the commit- 
tee to ask the President to send 
to the Senate the reasons that induced 
him to nominate a person to supersede Col- 
lector Merritt, together with such papers in 
the case as may be on file in the Treasury De- 
partment, and that untila response should be 
received to such request the consideration of 
the nomination should be postponed. This 
motion was defeated by a vote of 2 to 6, the 
two Senators voting in the affirmative being 
Messrs. Jones of Nevada, and McMillan of 
Minnesota. A motion to report the nomina- 
tion affirmatively was then carried by 7 to 1, 
Mr. Jones giving the negative vote. 

The indications are that there will be very 
few votes against Judge Robertson’s confirma- 
tion. Those Senators on both sides who would 
bave supported Mr, Conkling in this case now 
feel that, as he has deserted them by resign- 
ing, they are no longer bound by the 
* traditional ‘courtesy of the Senate” 
to vote against the nomination. Had 
Mr. Conkling not resigned, there is no doubt 
that the Committee on Commerce would 
have presented an unfavorable report, as 
Messrs. McMillan, Jones of Nevada, Ransom, 
and Farley said to-day that they would have 
joined with Mr. Conkling in a negative report. 
These four gentlemen, with Mr. Conkling, 
would have been a majority of the committee, 
Other Senators, who are known to have been 
against Robertson’s confirmation, have ex- 
pressed themselves to the same effect. It is 
not believed that there will be more than 
four or five votes against confirmation,

PREPARING FOR COMING STRIFE, 
&CENES ON THE NEW BATTLE-GROUND AT 
ALBANY—TALKING OF NEW CANDIDATES. 

Aupany, May 17.—A day has passed since 
the news of the resignation of Senators Conk- 
ling and Platt was received here, ana still one 
constantly hears the inquiry, ‘‘ What does it 
mean?’ The letter of explanation, which was 
not fully digested last night, was read by 
every one at leisure this morning, and there 
eras some talk about it, consisting of cautious 
expressions on the part of the Stalwarts, 
and of outspoken contempt on the part 
of their opponents. The Conkling men regard- 
ed it as a fatrand square presentation of 
facts. bnt made no brag about its merits as an 


argument. The Robertson men said that it 
did not alter the sttitude of hostility on the 
part of Messrs. Conkling and Platt, and that 
it presented no new or excusable pretense for 
the fight which had been provoked. No one 
here appears to be able to answer the univer- 
salinquiry. The terms of the resignation ap- 
pear to every one to be plain and to mean res- 
ignation. Still, theStalwarts have talked of 
their readiness to stand by Mr. Conkling if he 
desires to be re-elected, and to make an effort 
to send Mr. Platt back if he becomes a candi- 
date. The doubtful way in which the re-elec- 
tion of Mr. Platt is referred to indicates a 
fear, perhaps well founded, that at this junc- 
ture, even if Mr. Conkling should strain a 
point to secure his own re-election, it would 
be difficult for him to carry back Mr. Platt 
with bim. 

During the day, among some of the Govern- 
or’s friends, expressions have been dropped 
which have suggested the belief in some minds 
that neither of the Senators will consent to be- 
come a candidate. Justice Jacob M. Patter- 
son, speaking to-day on the matter, said that 
if he were Senator Conkling he would never 
go back to the Senate while Mr. Garfield was 
President; that nothing could be gained by 
such a course, either by Senator Conk- 
ling or his party, and that the con- 
test at the national capital wuuld only 
be prolonged to the end of his term if he in- 
sisted upon going back, Mr. John J. O’Brien 
and Mr. Robert G. McCord, who are among 
the very few politicians who are familiar here, 
express similar opinions, although all of them 
are confident that the Legislature will re elect 
Messrs. Conkling and Platt if they will but 
give.the word. Mr. Charles M. Dennison, 
of Utica, has repeated his statement, 
made yesterday, that Senator Conk- 
ling does not desire a re-election; that 
he has neglected his personal interests 
in his long service at Washington, and has 
long been reminded by accumulating years 
that he should provide for his personal com- 
fort while he is yet vigorous and capable of 
arduous labor. All this is construed very dif- 
ferently by different men, but no one fails to 
see that therearesome fears lest the proposition 
to re-elect may not be received with sufficient 
favor to make it worth while to press it, and 
that the public mind needs to be prepared for 
the announcement that under no consideration 
will either Senator Conkling or his colleague 
submit to be named in the Republican caucus. 

A great deal of significance is attached to the 
fact that, during to-day, there have been de- 
feetions in the ranks of the 57 stalwarts whose 
names were attached to the memorial sent to 
Senators Conkling and Platt on April 14. As- 
semblyman Congdon, who was quoted in THE 
TIMER’s dispatch last night as feeling restive 
under the situation, has to-day come out flat- 
footed asasupporter of the Administration 
first, and a friend of the Senators af- 
terward. He said’ to-night that he was 
an admirer of Senator Conkling, but if the 
proposition was to be madeto him that he 
should vote to return Messrs. Conkling and 
Platt to fight the Administration for four 
years, neither his own judgment nor the wishes 
of his constituents would sustain him. Mr. A. 
B. Sheldon, of the First District of Chautau- 
qua, another signer, has intimated that he, if 
called upon to decide whether he shall vote to 
fight or support the Administration, will 
vote to uphold and strengthen the Presi- 
dent. Dr. M. M. Fenner, of the Chautauqua 
Second District, says that his constituents 
insist that the Administration shall not be 
hampered, and that he cannot support the ex- 
Senators if they are brought before the cau- 
cus as the declared foes of President Garfield. 
It is notimprobable that some other changes 
may occur. The stalwart band of 57 
is composed of many _ faithful  polit- 
ical friends of Senators Conkling and 
Platt, and some of them feel . that 
by standing for Conkling they are defying 
their constituents. Of the St. Lawrence men 
two are for re-election if the ex-Senators wish 
to be re-elected, but they say that St. Law- 
rence County is strong for Garfield, and that 
dozens of meetings are to be held there to 
give expression to the sympathy of the 
people with the Administration in this 
crisis. From Washington County the re- 
ports are to-night that meetings are to be 
held in many towns in that part of the State, 
and that a voice will be heard for the Presi- 
dent that no member will be able to resist. 
This morning Mr. Raines, member of the As- 
sembly from Ontario County, received a letter 
from N. J. Milliken, of the Ontario County 
Times, containing the following notice of a 
meeting, which was issued yesterday : 

‘We stand by the man and principles we 
voted for. The Republicans and all other 
citizens of Ontario County who are in favor of 
sustaining President Garfield in the faithful 
discharge of his constitutional duties are in- 


vited to meet at the Town Hall in Canan- 
daigua Saturday afternoon, May 21, at 2 


o’clock, fer the purpose of giving expression | 
to their views in_ regard to the efforts which | 


are being made at Washington to break down 
the Republican National Administration and 
belittle the great principles of the Republican 
Party and make them subservient to the per- 
sonal interests and ambition of individuals, 
and also with reference to the action of the 
United States Senators from this State, in re- 
signing their offices because of their inability 
to coerce the President in the distribution of 
official patronage.” 

This call was signed by Judge James C. 
Smith, of the Supreme Court, General Term, 
and other Republicans, and Mr. Raines was 
asked to allow his name to be added. He 
wrote back that he believed in sustaining 
President Garfield ‘‘in the faithful dis- 
charge of . his constitutional duties,” but 
did not understand why not only 
Republicans, but all other citizens 
should be called upon to settle a Republican 
dispute. He could not subscribe to the last 
clause of the call, because he did not believe 
the Senators had attempted to coerce the Presi- 
dent. He was a Republican, and, of course, 
would stand by the Administration and the 
Senators, too. It is asserted by men who 
know that Ontario County is thoroughly 
aroused for the Administration, and that Mr. 
Raines will scarcely be able long to resist the 
popular feeling in his party. 

A report has gained some circulation here 
to-day that an attempt is to be made to ad- 
journ next week without waiting to elect 
Senators, and thus to throw the election over 
until a new Senate and Assembly has been 
elected. An effort has been made, but with- 
out success, to trace this report to its source. 
It probably arose through idle talk among 
the Democrats, who are suggesting a 
pleasing variety of things which they 
would like to have the Republicans do. 
The proposition, so far as can _ be 
ascertained, has met with little encourage- 
ment. Some of the ‘half-breeds” have ad- 
mitted that, perhaps, it would be as well to let 
the matter go over. The strongest sign of 
their approval of this proposition was indi- 
cated to-night in a gathering in the rooms of 
Senator Woodin. The Albany General Com- 
mittee of Administration men met at 


its head-quarters about 9 o’clock, and having 
adopted resolutions condemning the course of 
Senators Conkling and Platt in resigning, the 
members marched in a body to the Delevan 
and to the rooms of Senator Woodin. Here 
they found Senators Robertson, W oodin, Pitts, 
Loomis, Forster, Birdsall, and others of the 
same political stripe, and Mr. Thurlow Weed 
Barnes having toasted the Administration of 
Gen. Garfield, Senator Pitts was introduced, 
with the remark by Senator Woodin, ‘‘ Yes, our 
next Senator, and he won’t resign.’’ There 
has been some talk of Senator Pitts as an avail- 
able man if the Constitution did not prohibit 
a State Senator from becoming a candidate 
for the United States Senate. If the election 
could be postponed until after the expiration 
of his term as Senator he would be entirely 
available. 

Talking with a “‘ half breed’’ of the Assem- 
bly this morning, THE TIMEs’s correspondent 
asked him what the Administration men were 
saying about candidates. ‘Well, we want 
two new men, and we would like to have one 
of them a man who has been known as a ‘half 
breed.’ We should be glad to vote for Gov. 
Cornell for one man and would take 
Chauncey M. Depew for another. If 
Gov. Cornell will not accept the nom- 
ination, we would be glad to vote for 
Richard Crowley, with Chauncey M. Depew. 
We have noidea of claiming two men of our 
own stripe. The nomination of Judge Folger 
would be accepted by us with entire pleasure. 
There is no ‘ half-breed’ who has not the fullest 
confidence in his ability and integrity.” The 
rubbisk that is heard about an attempt here 
on the part of Republicans, either Stalwarts or 
‘“‘half breeds,’ to make a combination with 
Democrats to elect Conkling or Depew, anda 
short term Democrat may be rejected as the 
merest moonshine. No Republican can be 
found who will admit that there has been any 
thought of such an unholy alliance, and no 
Democrat knows anything of this kind. The 
Democrats are responsible for this and many 
other absurd stories. 

The failure of the Governor to give notice to 
the Senate of the resignations of Senators 
Conkling and Platt has been fully discussed to- 
day in andout of the Governor’s office. In 
the Executive Chamber it was decided the no- 
tice had not been served on the Legislature, 
and that it would be necessary to give formal 
notice to the upper branch before an election 
could be called. The notice will be sent 
to the Senate this week, and the cau- 
cus will be called as soon thereafter 
as convenient. The joint convention will 
meet to have its first vote a week from next 
Tuesday. This is regarded as imperative by 
many Senators, and this opinion would seem 
to preclude the possivility of throwing the 
eloction over until next Winter. The Federal 
statute is looked upon as mandatory, 
and it is feared that if the election 
is not held on the day prescribed by 
the statute, its legality may be contested. 
A failure, too, on the part of the Republicans 
to elect might be seized by the Democrats, who 
would be ready with two men of their selection, 
and they would be sent to Washington to take 
their places before Republicans could be chosen 
by another Legisleture. 

The Senate met this morning, expecting to 
receive from the Governor the wordy docu- 
ment announcing the resignations of Messrs. 
Conkling and Platt, but for some reason or 
other the Governor did not see fit to send it in. 
It is reported that he will take the ground, 
which some of the stalwarts main- 
tained last evening, that the document, 
having been sent to the Assembly, is 
a sufficient notification to the Legislature of 
the vacancies in the United States Senate, and 
that the election to fill them will have to take 
place next Tuesday. Should the ‘stalwarts’ 
take that course, a legal question will arise 
which will add still further to the complica- 
tions growing out of the resignations. 


The ‘‘ half-breeds,” or as they now style 
themselves, the ‘‘ Administration Republi- 
cans,’’ may or may not resist the attempt to 
hold an election next Tuesday. They do not 
appear to careso much about it as they did 
last evening, for the expressions of public opin- 
ion received in Albany to-day are so nearly 
unanimous against re-electing the resigned 
Senators thet they think they can de- 
feat them even if the election is held next 
week. They have already decided pretty 
unanjmonsly that they will not go into caucus 
with the Stalwarts, but will nominate their 
own candidates and stick tothem. Should the 
Stalwarts also nominate their candidates and 
the Democrats theirs, no election would be 
possible, unless, after along series of fruitless 
ballots, one or the other faction should 
give way and join their opponents. There 
is very little prospect of the Democrats 
and “half-breeds” uniting on candidates, 
unless the latter will consent to give 
the Democrats the short term Senatorship. 
Some of the ‘‘half-breeds”’ are in favor of 
doing this, while others favor an adjournment 
sine die without an election, and turning the 
whole question over to the people who 
are to elect the next Legislature. This 
latter course is felt to be hazardous in view of 
the fact that the inevitable divisions among 
the Republicans in the next election would 
very likely result in giving the Legislature to 
the Democrats, who would then capture both the 
Senatorships. The whole difficulty might be 
avoided if both Messrs. Conkling and Platt 
would announce at once that they are not can- 
didates for re-election; but no one here ex- 
pects they will do anything of the kind. It 
appears to be conceded on all hands that they 
resigned their seats for the sole purpose of 
being re-elected, and thereby indorsed or vin- 
dicated. Itis hardly possible that this pur- 
pose can be realized as matters now stand, and, 
after coming here and viewing the situation, it 
is barely possible that Messrs. Conkling and 
Platt may abandon the attempt to carry it out. 

The following statement of the proceedings 
which resulted in the election of the two Sena- 
tors who have resigned their seats may be of 
interest: In the Republican caucus held in 
Albany on Jan. 20, 1879, to nominate a United 
States Senator from this State to succeed Ros- 
coe Conkling, that gentleman received the 
unanimous vote of those present, Senator 
Goebel and Assemblyman Wadsworth 
being the only absentees. On the fol- 
lowing day a vote for United States 
Senator was taken in both branches 
of the Legislature. The vote in the Senate 
was—Roscoe Conkling, 20; William Dor- 
sheimer, 12. In the Assembly Mr. Conkling 
received 95 votes, Mr. Dorsheimer 23, and 
Peter Cooper 2. Mr. Conkling was declared, 
upon the following day, by Lieut.-Gov. Dor- 
sheimer to have been elected United States 
Senator from New-York for the term of six 
years, beginning on the 4th of March, 
1879. On Jan. 18, 1881, the Republican 
caucus met in Albany to nominate a 
United States Senator to succeed Francis Ker- 
nan, The vote was as follows: Thomas C. 
Yriatt. 54: Richard Crowley. 26: William A, 
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Wheeler, 10; S. S. Rogers, 10; E. G. Lapham, 
4; LeviP. Morton, 1. On Jan. 18a vote was 
taken in the Senate and Assembly. The Sen- 
ate vote was: Thomas C. Platt, 25; Francis 
Kernan, 6. In the Assembly Mr. Platt re- 
ceived 79 votes and Mr. Kernan 44. 

The following is the resolution of the Repub- 
lican General Committee of Albany County: 


Resolved, That we deeply deplore the course 
recently pursued by the President in attempt- 
ing to force the Senate of the United 
States to approve of the nomination 
of William H. Robertson to be Collector 
of the Port of New-York when no vacancy ex- 
ists in said office, and without other cause than 
to pay a personal political obligation, which 
obligation was created through the treachery 
of the said nominee to the regular 
Republican organization in the State, and 
that we earnestly and confidently express 
the hope that the Legislature of the 
State of New-York will promptiy stamp its 
condemnation upon the act by re-electing Sen- 
ators Conkling and Platt to the positions they 
have felt called upon to resign in the Senate.

LAYING THE PLANS OF ACTION. 

THE STALWARTS TO ATTEMPT RE-ELECTION 
—THEIR OPPONENTS TO SEEK NEW CAN- 


DIDATES. 

ALBANY, May 17.—At 9 o’clock to-night 
a conference of stalwarts was called together 
in the rooms of the Grant Club, in Broadway. 
The invitations to this conference had been 
extended to most of the 57 Republi- 
cans who signed the protest against the 
passage of the Robertson resolution, which 
was sent to Senators Conkling and Platt on 
April 14. Of the number invited 46 attended, 
including Assemblymen E. A. Carpenter, 
Draper, Phillips, Cullinan, Hurd, Scott, 
Brodsky, Trimble, Young, Dickey, Turck, 
Jackson, Congdon, Morgan, Raines, Brehm, 
Carley, Chamberlain, Seely, Boardman, Tut- 
hill, Cowles, Bingham, Williams, Beach, 
Gillette, Armstrong, Potter, Lewis, Shee- 
hy, and OD. Russell. On = assembling, 
Mr. Draper, of Albany, was chosen Chairman, 
and made a long address, going over the situa- 
tion, and expressing his individual opinion 
that the Republicans should stand by Senators 
Conkling and Platt. Expressions of opinion 
were called for, and nearly every person in the 
caucus made a speech in sympathy with the 
expressions of the Chairman. No vote was 
taken, but it was decided first of all that no 
motion to adjourn should be entertained 
until two United States Senators had 
been elected. The danger of  post- 
poning the election was considered, and 
it was agreed that such a _ course 
would expose the Republicans to the danger 
of losing two Senators, on the ground of ille- 
gality of action. It was also decided 
to stand by Senators Conkling and Platt 
—to endeavor to re-clect them as their 
own successors. The conference was bound by 
a pledge of secrecy, and it was extremely dif- 
ficult to induce any of the men who partici- 
pated to give the slightest information. The 
conference did not break up until after 12 
o’clock. 

Aninformal conference of Robertson men 
was held in Senator Woodin’s room during the 
evening, Senator Robertson being present. It 
was decided that no effort wouid be spared to 
elect two new Senators, and thaton no account 
would any man be voted for who was avowedly 
antagonized to the Administration of Presi- 
dent Garfield. It was the opinion of all the 
persons present: in the conference that the 
friends of the Administration in the Legisla- 
ture should refuse to abide by any caucus that 
should insist upon the election of Senators 
Conkling and Platt. 

The Hon. Chauncey M. Depew, who is here, 
was asked late this evening if he had an- 
nouncea himself as a candidate. ‘‘No, I 
have not,” he replied. “Do you an- 
nounce yourself now?’ ‘‘No, I do not,” 
he very promptly answered. Notwithstand- 
ing this declaration he is regarded as 
a candidate, aud his friends are urging him 
strenuously. The absurd report that Senators 
Platt and Conkling have been in the city all 
day, and that they have been urging their 
friends to make an effort to secure their re- 
nomination, is positively denied by persons 
who are in communication with those gentle- 


men.

ONE OF MR. CONKLING’S REFERENCES. 

WasHINGTON, May 17.—In_ Senator 
Conkling’s recent letter he makes the follow- 
ing statement: ‘Mr. Fish, son of the former 
distinguished Secretary of State, had, in defer- 
ence to an ancient practice, placed his pesition 
at the disposal of the new Administration, but 
was ready to remain at his post if de- 
sired to do so.” Inquiry to-day at 
the diplomatic bureau of the State 
Department revealed the following as the 
facts in the case of Mr. Nicholas Fish, late 
Minister to Switzerland: On Feb. 13, 1881, he 
wrote Secretary Evarts that he must decline 


to remain longer at his post, and inclosed his 
resignation. On March 7 Mr. Fish addressed a 
letter to Secretary Blaine asking to be released 
from duty. The resignation was accepted and 
a note of acknowledgment for faithful duty 
was sent to Mr. Fish by Secretary Blaine. 
Ascertaining a short time afterward that 
while Mr. Fish was unwilling to stay in Swit- 
zerland he might possibly desire still to re- 
main in the diplomatic service, Secretary 
Blaine telegraphed him April 4, asking him if 
it would be agreeable to him to go to 
Denmark, .Gen. Badeau having declined 
that mission. Mr. Fish replied by cable 
declining Denmark, for the reason that he 
desired promotion. In reference to Mr. Cra- 
mer’s appointment as Mr. Fish’s successor in 
the Swiss mission, it was ascertained that this 
was done in answer to the personal request of 
Gen. Grant, who asked that his brother-in- 
law might be sent to a more southerly climate, 
his long residence at Copenhagen interfering 
with his health. 


A VOICE FROM PENNSYLVANIA. 

HaRRissurG, May 17.—In the Senate to- 
day Mr. Alexander offered the following reso- 
lution: 


Resolved, By the Senate (if the House concur) that 
we heartily indorse the course of Senators Conk- 
ling and Platt in resigning their seats as members 
of the Senate of the United States. and recommend 
that Senators Cameron and Mitchell do likewise.

CRITICISING THE RESIGNATIONS.

Mr. Cornelius Van Cott said that he hoped 
that the Republicans would re-elect the Sena- 
tors, and believed that they would. 

The Republican Central Committee held its 
reguler monthly meeting last night, but ad- 
jourmed without transacting any business 
whatever. There were 113 members in at- 
tendance. Inasmuch as no action was taken, 
or expression of sentiment given on the Sena- 
torial question, a TrmEs reporter obtained ex- 
pressions of opinion from several of the most 
prominent of the delegates. The Hon. John 
D. Lawson said: ‘I think the Senator’s course 
will have the effect of consolidating the party 
in this State. There has been a claim made 


that the Legislature was against him; we 
shall see now whether that claim was well 
founded. Ihave heard Mr. Conkling’s action 
spoken of as the most manly act that has ever 
been done by any American citizen, and 
that is my opinion of it, too.

‘“‘I sincerely hope that no harm may come 
either to the party or to Senator Conkling 
from the unfortunate complication of the past 
two days. I have known the Senator from 
our boyhood, and I am always to be counted 
onas his friend and supporter.” William A. 
Darling said that he had never known the 
Central Committee to act with better discre- 
tion than it had done in adjourning without 
any discussion on the subject of the resigna- 
tions. C. Vojney King believed that Senator 
Conkling was a pure and upright statesman, 
and that he had been badly treated by the 
Administration. He could not guess why 
the Senator had resigned, but believed 
he had_ not acted without careful reflec- 
tion. He hoped that the trouble would 
be at last amicably settled. Charles Blackie 
said that he scarcely knew what to say on the 
subject. He looked upon it as a family quarrel, 
which would be eventually settled to the gen- 
eral satisfaction of the party. Police Justice 
Solon B. Smith said that the action of the 
Senators ought to be, and would be, approved 
by the State Legislature by their re-election, 
and Bernard Biglin, James McKenna, of the 
Twenty-second District; Major Willard Bul- 
lard, and a large number of lesser lights of the 
committee expressed the same opinion.

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MAKING LAWS AT ALBANY 


LEGISLATORS DOING THEIR WORE 
UNDER DIFFICULTIES. 
ASSEMBLYMEN ALMOST DISTRACTED—TWO 

QUESTIONABLE BILLS PASSED—VETO OF 
THE HELL GATE PILOTAGE BILL—THE 
EXCISE TAX BILL PASSED—ACTION ON 
TAX MATTERS—THE STREET RAILROAD 

‘BILL KILLED. 


ABany, May 17.—So completely has the 
Washington news distracted the Assembly 
that in the session this morning it seemed dis< 
posed to do anything absurd, to pass any bill 
or motion that came up, and to exhibit gen- 
erally an entire indifference to duty. The bill 
to increase the salaries in the Department of 
Charities and Correction by repealing part of 
the Public Burdens bill, came up on third read. 
ing, and, having been amended so as to pro- 
vide that the salaries to be increased should 
all be under $1,000, it was passed by 
a vote of 80 to 18. Mr. Hamilton made an 
effort to defeat it, but Mr. Brodsky’s *‘ kissing” 
ability had been exerted to advantage, and his 
influence as a “ leader’’—he is the youngest 
member in the Assembly—served to drag in 
all the usually careful members to pass it. 

Another bill that succeeded in getting votes 
enough to take it to the Senate was Mr. Ever- 
ett’s Putnam County water’ bill, providing 
that not less than 10 nor more than 15 inspec. 
tors of lakes shall be appointed by the County 
Clerk, Sheriff, and Treasurer of Putnam Coun- 
ty, and be paid by the City of New-York, for 
watching and protecting the lakes from which 
the water supply for New-York is drawn. Mr. 
Hamilton also opposed this, declaring that the 


bill was unconstitutional in attempting te cut 
off rights, in 1886, for which the City of New- 
York has paid. The vote was 69 to 25. 

In a moment of lucidity the Assembly killed 
the Tenement-house Cigar bill by a vote of 
45 to 45, and then laid a motion to reconsider 
on the table by a vote of 48 to 46. The Emi- 
grant Industrial Savings Bank Relief bill was 

passed, the Game bill reported by the Gama 

aw Committee was passed afterslight amend- 
ments, and the bill to prevent removal of 
actions to the Circuit Court of the United 
States by foreign insurance companies was 
also passed. The Governor’s private secretary 
waited for an hour in the Assembly to deliver 
the Governor’s veto of the Carpenter Hell 
Gate Pilot bill, the Speaker failing to recognize 
him in order that a resolution recalling the bil] 
might be adopted in the Senate. It had been 
previously adopted in the House. 

At the afternoon session several special or- 
ders had been set down for consideration, but 
there being more than 100 bills on the order of 
third reading, a motion was made to lay aside 
the special order and go into third reading of 
bills. This motion was lost, and the first bill, 
in relation to the exemption of certain streets 
in Brooklyn from obstruction by elevated rail- 
reads, was taken up. Debevoise-place and 
Bridge-street were excepted, and Mr. Newman 
endeavored to add Fifth-avenue, in Brooklyn. 
Mr. Clancy objected, and a motion to rise and 
report progress forced Mr. Newman’s amend- 
ment out. 

The act to change the name of the Beach 
Pneumatic Transit Company to the Broadway 
Underground Railroad Company was next 
taken up. Mr. Alvord called attention to the 
fact that the franchise of the corporation had 
lapsed, and an attempt was to be made by this 
bill to keep up the Beach charter to block a 
later charter under which a road was to be 
built. Mr. Hamilton also opposed the bill. 
Mr. Andrews argued that — demanded 
that the Beach company be allowed to furnish 
the additional traveling facilities 
After a long argument by Mr. Huste 
of the bill progress was ordered. 

Mr. Alvord’s bill, to spend $50,000 for Web« 
ster’s dictionaries for school libraries, the books 
to cost $7 each and to be furnished by the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, was 
taken up. Mr. Gillette, of the Public Educa- 
tion Committee, who had fought the bill in 
committee, moved to substitute Worcester’s 
for Webster's dictionary, and to fix the price 
to be paid at $5 instead of $7. Mr. Phillips 
suggested another amendment, proposing that 
Appleton’s Condensed Cyclopedia be dis- 
tributed where it was preferred. This bill 
has been talked about a great deal and many 
members had expressed a desire to be able to 
help kill it. Mr. Alvord explained that the 
library money was only a few dollars in many 
districts, and that it was used to pay teachers’ 
salaries as a way of escaping local taxation. 
He made a very vigorous a al for the dic- 
tionary named in the bill, in preference 
to that proposed i, * the amendment 
offered by Mr. Gillette. Mr. Congdon also lib- 
erally advertised the dictionary named. Mr. 
Turck endeavored to secure an amendment 
providing blankets, top-boots, and striped 
stockings to each female teacher, to be paid for 
out of the Jibrary fund, but the Chairman ruled 
him out of order, amid the boisterous merri- 
ment of the Assemblymen. 

The committee having risen, the Brooklyn 
Railroad bill was ordered toathird reading. 
The Beach Pneumatic Transit Company’s ball 
was ordered to a third reading by a vote of 64 
to 21. The Dictionary bill next came up. Mr. 
Alvord moved to order the bill to a third read- 
Ing, as amended by Mr. Phillips, providing for 
the distribution of encyclopedias or diction- 
aries as preferred by the schools. The yeas 
and nays were taken, and the motion was lost 
by a vote of 45 to 50. 

Much amusement had been created during 
the day by Gen. Spinola, who made several 
announcements that an undertaker from the 
Executive Office was waiting at the bar of the 
House with a corpse in hislap. He repeated the 
announcement during the afternoon debate,and 
Mr. Abell at last was given a chance to present 
a veto Message. It turned out to be a disap- 
proval of the Hell Gate Pilot bill, and the veto 
was a severe disappointment to Mr. Car- 
penter, of Suffolk, through whose persistent 
efforts it had been pushed through two com- 
mittees and passed by both houses. The Gov- 
ernor’s reasons are as follows: “‘ While it is 
desirable that some reasonable modification of 
the law regulating Hell Gate pilotage should 
be made, the present bill does not appear to be 
a satisfactory solution of the question. It 
maxes a radical change in the system of pilot- 
age, by which the pilots who have spent many 
long years in qualifying themselves for this 
peculiar service will be suddenly thrown out 
of employment.

If this 
change were made for the relief of commerce 
the hardship to the —_ might perhaps be 
justified. nfortunately, however, the terms 
of the bill seem to give the benefit of the 
change to the tug-boats. A measure which 
shall relieve commerce of all unjust and unne- 
cessary burdens will meet with prompt ap~ 
proval, but simply to transfer the present tax 
on commerce from the pilots to the tug-boats 
is deemed unwise.” 

The Senate spent most of the morning session 
in the third reading of bills.

A NON-UNION BAKER BADLY BEATEN. 

The head-quarters of the Bakers’ Union is at 
No. 85 Bond-street, and the lager beer saloon di- 
rectly opposite is the rendezvous for the striking 
bakers. Shortly before noon yesterday William 
Gohl, a German baker, of No. 987 First-avenue, 
who for five years has been employed in a bakery 
it No. 910 Second-avenue, entered the saloon re- 
ferred to in search of acomrade. He was recog- 
nized there as having been a member of the union 
who abandoned it about a year ago, and the 
strikers gathered around him, denounced him as a 
“scab,” and threatened him with violence. Her- 
man Dorner, of No. 124 Attorney -street, was very 
abusive, and threatened to “' fix’? Gohl when he got 
into the atreet. When Gohlleft the place he was 
followed by a crowd of the strikers, and he had 
gone but a few steps when he was knocked 
down and beaten until he became insensible. 
Patrolman Grogan, of the steam-boat squad, who 
was passing at the time, rescued Gohl from his 
assailants, and arrestea Dorner and Henry Eberle, 
who were pointed out as two of the men who had 
beaten Gohl. The latter was removed to Police 
Head-quarters, and attended by Police Surgeon 
Dorn. He has threo very severe scalp wounds, 
which were inflicted with a heavy earthenware 
matcb-safe. In the assauit the match-safe was 
broken, and the pieces were found in the gutter. 
Gohl identified rle‘and Dorner as two of his as- 
sailants, and Justice Morgan, before whom they 
were arraigned, committed them to prison to 
answer a charge of felonious assault.

BNGLAND’S ATTEMPT TO REPRESS 
IRISH DISORDERS. 

THE AGITATION NOT OHECKED BY THE MANY 
ARRESTS—PARLIAMENT’B ACTION ON THE 
LAND BILL—-MICHAEL BRENNAN’ SINCEN- 
DIARY 8PEECH. : 

Lonpon, May 17.—The return of arrests 
made under the provisions of the Coercion 
act up to May 5 show a total of 54. The war- 
rant for the arrest of Mr. Dillon states that 
he is reasonably suspected of inciting forcible 
resistance to the execution of the process of 
law for giving possession of lands and to riot 
and assault. 

The accounts from Ireland agree that the 
recent numerous arrests there have not 
checked the agitation. 

It is stated that the Conservatives in the 
House of Commons will make an effort to pro- 
tract the debate on the Land bill beyond 
Thursday next. The Daily News says: ‘‘ In 
the event of the bill being read a second time 
on Thursday, the House will be asked to go 


into committee on Monday next and take up 
the bill at the morning sittings, thus devoting 
four sittings per week to debate on it.” 

In a speech ata land meeting at Ballyroan 
on Sunday last, Michael Brennan said that a 
year hence any reformer who proposed to 
compensate landlords would be laughed off 
the platform. He said: ‘Surely the people 
will not forsake the cause of the Land League 
for such a miserable measure as the Land 
bill.””. He thought the time had come when 
from one end to the other of lreland a general 
strike should be proclaimed against all rent 
until the land question was settled on just 
a, He hoped the matter would be 

rought forward at the coming convention. 
The anti-slavery movement in America, he 
said, commenced by offers of compensation to 
the slave-owners, but slavery was washed 
away in blood, and he advised Irish landlords 
not to shut their eyes to the history of the 
world. He thought the cry recently raised in 
some parts of Europe of ‘‘ Land and liberty” 
would be found to be the rallying cry of the 

Irish race the world over. They must not 
waste time in the discussion of the details of 
the Land bill, but must make the country 
hotter; make it impossible for landlords, as- 
sisted by Police and soldiers, to collect rents. 

A Dublin correspondent thinks that the ad- 
vocacy of such a programme by Messrs. Kettle 
and Brennan gtiontes that they are commis- 
sioned by Mr. Parnell to test public opinion to 
see whether the idea of a general strike against 
the payment of rent would be accepted. 

John Rea, a solicitor, of Belfast, Irelana, 
and well-known for the riotous scenes he fre- 
quently created in court when defending par- 
ticipants in party processions, has been found 
dead in his bed, having committed suicide with 
a revolver.

THE FRENCH IN TUNIS. 
PROBABILITY THAT THE TROOPS WILL NOT 

ENTER TUNIS—ENGLAND’S ATTITUDE. 

Lonpon, May 17.—A dispatch to Reu- 
ter’s Telegram Company from Tunis, dated 
May 16, says: ‘‘ Itis now considered probable 
that the French troops will not enter Tunis. 
M. Roustan, Minister Plenipotentiary, and 
Gen. Breard have consequently become un- 
popular with the French colony and the 
troops. The Government continues to conceal 
the terms of the treaty from the Tunisians.”’ 

A Paris correspondent says that Gen. Cial- 
dini, Italian Ambassador to France, has defi- 
nitely resigned, and will return to Italy. 

In the discussion of the Tunisian question in 
the House of Commons last night Mr. Glad- 
stone’s reference to England’s proceedings rel- 
ative to Algiers means its bombardment, de- 
spite the Porte’s suzerainty, by Lord Exmouth 
in 1816. Mr. Gladstone said he had not the 
slightest reason to believe that Lord Salisbury 
on the Tunis question was in any wise sepa- 
rated from the general action of the Govern- 
ment with which he was connected. He said 
that, on the contrary, he believed exactly the 
opposite. 

BERLIN, Mav 17.—The North German Ga- 
zette contradicts the Paris dispatch of May 15

CONSTANTINOPLE. May '17.—Dispatches from 
the sanitary administration in Mesopotamia 
state that the mortality from the plague in 
Nedjef wes 56 per day for the week ending 
May 2. Four thousand inhabitants are dis- 
persed incamps completely isolated, These 
camps are now quite free from plague, as are 
also the’ localities of Elzayad and Djara, 
whence the disease was originally propagated. 
The remaining inhabitants of Nedjef will go 
away soon, when the officers will be able to 
destroy completely all the latent germs of the 
epidemic, 

Paris, May 17.—The Journal des Debats, 
in an article on the renewal of the treaties of 
commerce, says: ‘‘ Negotiations should be re- 
opened on the basis that no increase whatever 
should be made. The existing duties should, 
on the contrary, be reduced in the case of sev- 
eral essential commodities, such as cotton 
twist, iron, and machinery. The conversion 
of ad valorem into specific duties should be 
effected by an international commission.” 
The article concludes by recommending a pro- 
longation of the existing tariff until April, 
1882, 

In the Monetary Conference to-day, Mr. 
Howe, of America, and M. Crolik, of Holland, 
spoke in favor of bi-metallism. Sir Louis 
Mallett, representing India, pointed to the 
evils the depreciation of silver had brought 
upon India, and declared his readiness to sup- 
port any measure tending to increase the value 
of silver. The next sitting of the conference 
will be on Thursday, when Mr. Evarts, of 
America; M. Dumas, of France, and M,. Pir- 
mez, of Belgium, will speak, and it is expected 
the general discussion of the monetary ques- 
tion will be closed.

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GEN. BULL IN TROUBLE. 
ACCUSED OF EMBEZZLEMENT—HI8 OWN 
STORY AND THE ONE AGAINST HIM. 
BurraLo, May 17.—Military, Masonic, and 
social circles are on the eve of a sensation of the 
first magnitude, inthe prosecution, on a criminal 
charge, of Brig.-Gen. William 8. Bull, who, up toa 
few months ago, was in command of the Four- 
teenth Brigade, N. G. 8. N, Y. His accuser 
is Mr. James McCredie, an old citizen 
of Buffalo, who lives in very comfortable style in 
Delaware-avenue. About a year ago he preferred 
charges in the lodge against Gen. Bull. Both are 
Masons of high degree, Mr. McCredie being the 
highest in Buffalo. The case has only just been 


made public. The indictment against Gen. 

Bull charges him with the embezzlement of 

only $40, but Mr. McCredie claims he grossly 

wronged him out of more than $20,000, The 
trouble dates back to March, 1876. After the fail- 
ure of Evans & Bull, Gen. Bull was very desirous 
of continuing in business. Several friends, it is 
said, who were good Masons, were called on, and 

it was agreea between G. Barry’ Rich, 8. 

Taylor, Walter Prouty, Henry Smith, and others 

to raise the sum necessary, and to give the General 

allthe time needed. But the arrangement failed 
in some way. and Gen. Bull called on Mr. Me- 

Credie, who finally consented to advance the whole 

amount, which he did, after being assured by the 

Genera! that the inventory of the stock, amount- 

ing to about $11,000, was not an _ over- 

estimate. The new firm was known as 

Sanford & Co., Sanford being a nephew of 

Gen. Bull. The firm earned about $8,000 or $10,000 

the first year, all of which the General and San- 

ford drew out to live on. In October, 1878, the in- 
terest of Sanford was purchased by Mr. McCredie. 
who virtually took possession of the whole con- 
cern. Gen. Bull then became ‘‘a,xent,’’ and Mr. 

McCredie claims that he was to sign no checks or 

pavers creating liability. 

The firm went on in this manner until Mr. Nol- 
ton, of the Bank of Commeroe, called Mr. McCre- 
die’s attention tocertain matters. He had reduced 
Gen. Bull’s salary from $2,000 a year to $1,000, and 
in various other ways had ‘tried to econo- 
mize. “‘As soon as I reduced his salary,’ 
says Mr. cCredie, ‘‘he began taking money 
from the drawer and putting a ticket in 
and would keep this up for several days: then 
charge the whole sum to ‘merchandise’ to balance 
the cash, and withdraw the tickets. He lived fast, 
and at last my suspicions were aroused, and I 
asked for a detailed statement, and when I 
got it I was almost dumfounded to find 
that the bills payee amounted to over $30,000. 
iturned the stock overto L. C. Woodruff & Co., 
and found that a great deal of manipulation had 
been going on. I wrote to several persons who, 
according to the books, owed the firm, and found 
that they had <= their bills and had receipts 
therefor. Of all the money put out for him I got 
back a mortgage on a Middleport paper mill to the 
amount of $8,000. { have since collected about 
$2,509 here and there due the firm, but have paid 
out over $4,000 in debts.” 

Gen. Bull's attorney, states that after Evans 
and Bull failed, James McCredie and Newton 
Sanford took up the affair and went into partner- 
ship as Sanford & Co., Gen. Bull carrying on the 
business as ¢heiragent. The amountof McCredie’s 
investment be!ng four notes, amounting to 
$7,000, falling due at convenient dates. At 
the same time he entered into a _ written 
agreement that, in case the notes were oe as 
they came due, by the firm, his interest in the son- 
cern should lapse to Mrs. Cornelia S. Bull, the 
General’s wife. In other words, Mr. McCredie’s 
investment in the business was a mere accommo- 
dation to Gen. Bull. to allow him to recover his lost 
footing by paying the four notes. This involved 
no loss to McCredie, as the notes were 
promptly taken up by the firm as they 
came due. Consequently McCredie’s interest 
went, according to the agreement, to Mrs. Bull and 
was managed by her husband. Mr. Greene, the 
attorney, says the case seems like one of malicious 
prosecution, and that he has not the slightest doubt 
that Gen. Bull will como through with flying eolors. 
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THE HOCKING VALLEY STRIKE. 
CAUSES OF THE TROUBLE AND COMPLAINTS 
OF THE MINERS. 

NELSONVILLE, Ohio, May 17.—A country of 
thousands of broad acres is to day and has been 
for some time the scene of a conflict between labor 
and capital. Thousauds of acres lie to-day impoy- 
erished on account of the disturbed condition of 
affairs. The question is, whether the property- 
holders, that is to say, mine-owners, of the Hocking 
Valley are to retain their property or whether it is 
to be given over to a set of foreigners brought into 
the United States, who have by the force of circum- 
stances found a home inthe Hocking Valley. The 
present strike is not one which in any degree will 
excite or receive the sympathy of the general pub- 
lic, for it is maintained and stimulated wholly 
by that element which controls in the 
mining district—an element which is not only 
turbulent, but disorderly. It cannot be said at this 
time that the operators have in any way given the 
diggers or miners any reason whatever to strike. 
The rate of 80 cents per ton was that which had 
been given during the past Winter, and in accord- 
ance With the natural reduction of the price of fuel 
it was necessary for those engaged in mining oper- 
ations in some manner to seek to counteract or 
obviate a contest which it was apparent would 
arise when competition with the mines of the Tus- 
carawas Valley were considered. Uponits being 
recognized that no coal could be sold during the 
Summer months from this valley on a basis of 80 
cents, the operators on the Ist of May reduced the 
price for the same service to 70 cents per ton, and 
that to-day {s what prevents a business activity 
in Nelsonyille. It also has had the effect 
of throwing out of employment hundreds 
of working men, engineers, and mechanics. 
The writer visited Nelsonville and Straitsville to- 
day with a view of ascertaining. if possible, the 
grievances, desires, and expectations of the min- 
ers. It must besaid that in generalthe miners 
have conducted themselves in a very orderly man- 
ner up to to-night, when your ccrrespondent was 
assailed by a mob, and only escaped by the ficet- 
ness of his limbs and a few friends. At this hour 
agang of boisterous rowdies are holding posses- 
sion. Your correspondent escaped only by the 
friendly aid of back alleys. -

GEN. GRANT IN MEXICO. 

THE DESIRED RAILWAY CONCESSION  S5SE- 
CURED—A WELCOME FROM THE PRESI- 
DENT. : 

CuicaGo, May 17.—The Inter-Ccean has re- 
ceived a letter from its correspondent who accom- 
panied Gen. Grant to Mexico, in which it is an- 
nounced that the General has secured the 
railroad concession which he went there 
to obtain from the Mexican Government. 
The letter says that the contract sought 
by the General in behalf of his company 
has been thoroughly canvassed by the Govern- 
ment, and its acceptance practically determined on; 
and as soon ascertain necessary formalities are 
complied with, final action will be taken in accord- 
ance therewith. Gen. Grant never was more pop- 
ular with the Mexicans than to-day. A telegram 
of welcome from the Mexican President awaited 
his arrival at Vera Cruz. Ex-Senator Chaffee and 
U. S. Grant, Jr., are now on their way to the 
United States. The engineers sent out by Capt, 
Eads some months since to make a _ sur- 
vey for the proposed marine railway across 
the Isthmus of Tehuantepec, have discovered 
two practicable routes, one by way of Tarifa Pass 
and the other by Chioela, not only practicable, but 
both of them more favorable for the consiruc- 
tion of the road than had been anticipated. 
The Captain has been given the contract 
of designing a system of improvements of the Har- 
bor of Vera Cruz, and is already busily engaged 
in preparing plans for that ‘work, and 
the additional legislation sought by him 
onthe subject of his interoceanic ship railway is 
already in an advanced stage and everywhere re- 
garded as certain to be duly accomplished. 
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LABOR TROUBLES. 

MontTREAL, May 17,—The strike of the car 
shop men of the Grand Trunk Railway here has 
suddenly collapsed, the men having returned un- 
conditionally to work at noonto-day. The strike 
was instigated bya few discontented men, who 
have been discharged. The men in the locomotive 
shops of the company did not sympathize with the 
movement. . 

The cigar-makers in the establishment of Mr. 
Fortier threaten to strike unless the rule of search- 


ing employes is rescinded. 

The conductors and drivers on the City Passen- 
ger Railway threaten to strike unless they get an 
advance from $7 to $9 per week each. 

The wharf laborers have organized a society, 
with the view of compelling an advance of wages. 

Cuicago, May 17.—The strike of railroad switch- 
men ended this morning by at least three-quarters 
of the strikers repor:ing for work. The remainder 
will go to work during the day or to-morrow morn- 
ing. In all the yards, where quiet has prevailed for 
overa fortnight, a wholesale movement of the 
miles of accumulated freight cars was begun. The 
men return on the railroad companies’ terms, 

WILKESBARRE, May 17.—The brick-layers have 
joined with the hod-carriers to-day and a general 
strike has been inaugurated. Work upon public 
and private buildings is suspended. The strikers 
number over 200, who demand an increase of 50 
cents a day. 

Harrisvitte, N. J., May 17.—The hands in the 
Dennisville Zine-works struck to-day for an ad- 
vance of 25 cents a day in their wages. 

Sr, Joun, New-Brunswick, May 17.—Ship labor- 
ers struck to-day for 40 cents an hour, and the de- 
mand was acceded to. They were previously 
paid $2 50 a day. ies

It isan important port, being the 
terminus of the railroad which runs up into the 
Andes to Lake Titicaca, but is badly chosen, as 
there is no harbor, and the sea breaks violently on 
the rocks, rendering it difficult to land for days at 
atime. Through the kindness of Mr. Brown, Su- 
perintendent of the Maliendo, Arequipa and Puna 
Railroad, aspecial train was placed at the disposal of 
the Lackawanna, and Capt. Gillis and several of the 
officers visited the interior of Peru. They proceedea 
up the wonderful railroad as far as Lake Titicaca, 
where they were cordially received by the Prefect 
and handsomely entertained. Every attention was 
shown by the Peruvian authorities and the officers 
of the road. The Lackawanna’s speed had been 
rouch improved since coming out of dock at Callao. 
She logged 10.4 knots, and can make 11.5. Under 
half-boiler power she can make eight knots. 

Tho United States steamer Nipsic left Castelia- 
mare for Gibraltar April 3, with stores for the 
Quinnebaug. She found all quiet at Tunis. She 
made the run from Tunis to Messina, a distance of 
800 knots, in 80 hours, on a consumption of a little 
less than 12 tons of coal for 24hours. The engines 
for the Nipsic were designed by the Bureau of 
Steam Engineering, and built at Washington. The 
United States steamer Trenton was at Castelia- 
mare, near Naples, May 1. The health of the 
squadron was good. 

Orders have been given by the Navy Department 
to fit out the United States steamer Essex, at Phila- 
delphia, and the United States steamer Juniata, at 
New-York. The latter is now at Philadelphia, but 
is to be sent to New-York. 

Passed Assistant Surgeon James M. Gassaway, of 
the Marine Hospital service, now stationed at 
Philadelphia, has been promoted to be a Surgeon, 
in place of E. J. Doering, resigned.

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UNION PACLFIO EARNINGS. 
RESOLUTIONS INTRODUCED IN THE SENATE 
BY MR. SAUNDERS. 
Wasuineton, May 17.—Mr. Saunders 
submitted to the Senate to-day the following 
preamble and resolution, which were ordered 

printed : 

Whereas, The Auditor of Railroad Accounts, in a 
letter dated Feb. 14, 1881, and transmitted by the 
Secretary of the Interior to Congress on Feb. 15, 
1881, sets forth that while the amount of the “5 
per cent. of net earnings” of the Union Pacific 

ailroad has steadily increased since- 1874, that of 
the Central Pacific has nearly as steadily decreased ; 

Whereus, In this same connection it is also set 
forth that this is owing partly to the fact that the 
Central Pacific has diverted ‘‘ business from the 
subsidized roads to the leased lines, which leased 
lineY are principally owned by the owners of the 
Central Pacific, who are paid high rentals there- 
for;” and 

Whereas, The Commissioner of Railroad Accounts 
recommends, and the Secretary of the Interior 
concurs in his recommendation, to wit: * That the 
Sinking Fund law of May 7, 1878, be changed so far 
as relates to the amount required from the Central 
Pacific, so that 50 per cent. of the net earnings of 
that company may be applied to the payment of 
the debt, instead of 25 per cent., as the law now 
is’’—therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Committee on the Judiciary 
of the Senate be directed to inquire into all these 
matters, and particularly touching the relations of 
the Central Pacific Railroad to its leased lines and 
other corporations, and especially those lines and 
corporations in which its stockholders are inter- 
ested, and report to the Senate at the next regular 
session what. in their judgment, is proper ana 
necessary to most effectually protect the interests 
of the United States. 

This resolution is important, as it directs the 
Judiciary Committee, which is by no means 
susceptible to the Central Pacific’: lobby infiu- 
ences, @to investigate the relations and char- 
acter of dealings between the company and 
all corporations which necessarily includes the 
improvement of land and the other companies 
controlled by the managers of the Central Pa- 
cific, and which, as is alleged, absorb such 
a large amount of the net earnings 
of the road to the benefit of its managers and 
to the detriment of the Government and the 
stockholders. In this connection it may be 
proper to observe that Stanley Matthews se- 
cured many votes he would not otherwise have 
received by explicit personal assurances that 
he would not, if confirmed, disturb the decision 
of the Supreme Court sustaining the constitu- 
tionality of the Thurman act. Since his con- 
firmation he has repeatedly reiterated this 
declaration. This doubtless accounts for nega- 
tive votes of several Senators who are supposed 
to be always ready to protect the interests af- 
fected by the Thurman act.

PROTECTION AGAINST FIRE. 
INSURANCE COMPANIES EXPERIMENTING 
WITH A NEW SYSTEM. 

New-Haven, May 17.—Representatives of 
all the mutual insurance companies of New-Eng- 
land, and most of the stock companies in New- 
York and New-England, with mill owners and 
manufacturers from all parts of New-England, met 
here to-day and discussed methods of protection 
against fire. The principal subject of discussion 
was the so-called automatic system of extinguish- 
ment, the Boston and Providence men holding this 
to be the safest and surest preventive method 
both for companies and for manufacturers, par- 
ticularly in the cotton, wool, and lumber business. 
Automatic fire extinguishment was explained at 
length, and inthe afternoona practical trial of J. W. 
Bishop’s apparatus, manufactured here, was made 
in a building erected for the purpose in the pres- 
ence of several hundred spectators. The first test 
was made with no water inthe pipes, and the fire 
was extinguished in two minutes and forty seconds. 
The second test was made with water in the pipes, 
and a fire was built in an extreme corner of the 
structure most difficult to reach with the appa- 
ratus. The fire started the water to play in one 
minute and thirty-five seconds, and the fire was ex- 
tinguished in about five minutes, Insurance men 
and mill-owners claim that this system will create 
a revolution in the insurance business as far as 
manufacturers are concerned, Another trial is to 
be made in a building constructed by mutual insu- 
rance companies to represent cotton mills in Boston 
on the 30th inst.

CHILDREN IN A PANIC. 

EIGHT HUNDRED CHILDREN FRIGHTENED Fr 
A FALSE ALARM OF FIRE IN AN OPER 
HOUSE. 

From the Des Moines (Iowa) Register, May 16. 
Yesterday afternoon while some 800 children 
were in the Opera-house in the enjoyment of the 
matinée performance the fire alarm was sounded, 
and a boy in the gallery thoughtlessly shouted 

“Fire” loud enough to be heard all over the house. 

There was a moment of breathless silenes, thena 

slight rustle, and then the large audience arose and 

rushed, screaming and crying, toward the only door 
the little people and their mothers knew anything 


about—the one they went in at. Every boy 
in the gallery took up the cry and started 
for the stairs, and the sight and _ excite- 
ment that followed was most intense and 
thrilling. The ‘egister reporter and Officer Shafer 
had just come up to glancein on the entertain- 
ment and arrived at the double doors just in time 
to receive the full shock of the crowd in their wild 
endeavors to escape. These two men braced 
themselves against the threshold and held the 
crowd in the gangway until it was piled six or 
more feet deep with a mass of living, screaming 
humanity, knowing that if once the crowd got 
started down the first. stairs they would fall down 
the steps and over the banisters and be trampled 
to death. Those reaching the gangway first were 
crowded so fast down the steps that they fell and 
were trampled beneath the feet of those following. 
Officer Shafer drew out one woman who clung fast 
to her two little girls, but no sooner was she out 
than others crowded into her place. The shouts and 
screams were so loud and intense, ana the panic 
so thoroughly general, that no voice telling the 
crazed children and women that there was no fire 
could be heard. Some of the children that were 
drawn out rushed screaming into the street, and 
assistance arrived just as the two men at the door 
were about exhausted. In the meantime Officer 
Burns and Officer C. W. Smith were on the inside 
endeavoring to stop the rush for the door. By thia 
time the jam had become s0 great inthe gangway 
that it was impossible to pull out the half-smoth- 
ered victims of the first rush, as they were held 
down beneath the weight of some fifty others wha 
were piled on top of them, and held there by the 
crowd behind. After the arrival of several citizens 
and other officers, who went into the Opera-house 
through the side doors and began to pull 
the crowd back into the opera-house and quiet 
those who could not get rear enough to get in the 
jam. the gangway was gradually cleared, and the 
ittle folks, white and limp with fright and all but 
smothered to suffocation, were taken out and cared 
for. Some of the women and children were trampled 
and bruised and their clothing torn, but nene 
were seriously injured. After the excitement had 
quieted downthe children were escorted back to 
their seats, and the articles of wearing apparel 
that were lost in the jam were taken to the stage 
and held up to view, one st a time, and the owners 
advanced and claimed them. There were hats, 
caps, faos, parasols, handkerchiefs, sacks, rib- 
bons, purses, &c. After the articles had all 
found owners the performance was continued. 
There were not more than two dozen ladies and 
misses present, the audience being virtually mado 
up of the Des Moines infant population. Had it 
been otherwise it is safe to assert that their 
frightened progress could not have been stayed 
by human strength.

THE HRUPTION OF MAUNA LOA. 
A DESCRIPTION FROM THE VENERABLE MIS 
SIONARY, DR. TITUS COAN. 

From the Hampton (Va.) Southern Workman. 

We get the latest report of the great volcanic 
eruption now in progress on the island of Hawaii 
in a letter from the venerable missionary, Dr. 
Titus Coan, who for more than 50 years, has stood 
firm at his post in the uttermost parts of the sea. 
His own inner fires of zeal for God and enthusiasm 
for His works have abated nothing since the time 


when he baptized 5,000 natives in one year, or by 
his daring explorations into the great craters of 
Kilauea and Mauna Loa he won the title of King of 
the Voleano. Now, within six miles of the creep- 
ing lava stream, while some of his neighbors have 
their goods packed for sudden flight, the grand old 
man sits calmly in his study among the coco palms, 
sending kind words and generous gifts to en- 
courage other workers, and fearing nothing, 
“though the earth be removed and though the 
mountains be carried into the midst of the sea." 


Hixo, Hawaii, March 1, 1881. 
My Dear GENERAL: * * * You have heard 
of our great volcanic eruptions near the summit 
of Mauna Loa, on the 5th of November. It is still 
in strong blast and in threatening proximity to 
Hilo. It first sent out a burning column of 30 miles 
to the north, asif to menace oid Mauna Kea. Thig 
ceased, and another column was sent 25 or 30 miles 
toward Kilauea, as if to forma junction with the 
Mother of Fire. [The native legend is that the 
ever-active crater of Kilauea is presided over by @ 
powerful goddess whom they call Pele.] This col- 
umn soon became stationary. Next came a furious 
molten stream down the mountain toward Hilo. 
| The sea-port of the island, the home of Dr. Coan. 
This 1s still active, sometimes dividing into severa 
columns, then uniting, spreading out upon plains 
to the breadth of two and three miles,then contract- 
ing to a narrow stream of half a mile, now rushing 
madly down a steep declivity, and now creepin 
slowly like a chilled serpent over rough plains o 
scoriaand boulders. The fiery deluge has occupied 
our greatforest jungle for three months, covering 
thousands of acres, killing 10,000 trees, consuming 
the jungle, filling up pits, ravines, and caverns, 
licking up all the water in its way, and opening a 
pathway through the forest, as if to fall upon our 
town. Itis now supposed to bs only from six to 
eight miles from the shore, and its high banner of 
red light startles us at midnight, its rolling pillars 
of smoke are lifted high by day. Trees fall fast, 
rocks rend, gases explode, and the roar in the 
woods is like the noise of battle. We hear the ex- 
plosions like the booming of cannons. The roaring 
furnace on the mountain is in furious blast, and ne 
man is able to look down that infernal throat to 
which the up-rushing stream and hot sulphuroug 
gases forbid all approach. One white man only, 
the Rev. E. P. Baker, with one native, has been to 
the upper vent. Large numbers have visited the 
lower end of the flow, and secured specimens of 
the flaming fusion, The question ‘* Will it come to 
Hilo?” is still anopen one. Many fear; some pack 
for decamping, others wait; some pray, some 
swear, but most go on with their labors or pleas- 
ures as afore time. We “iook to the hills whence 
cometh our help.”

VARIOUS SUBJECTS DISCUSSED. 


THE REAL AND APPARENT PRCGS&- 
PERITY OF CORNELL. 
Lo the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The account of Cornell in yesterday’s Times 
surprised people here by the contrast drawn be- 
tween its apparent material prosperity and its in- 
tellectual progress during 10 years. It is true that 
two large buildings of native stone and the Sage 
College and Sage Chapel have been added, but 
they are donations—one of the late John McGraw, 
one of the Hon. Hiram Sibley, and the others of 
Henry W. Sage. Inequalities of the soil have been 
rraded away, and the paths have been flagged, it 
s true, not by the university, but by the liberality 
of Mr. Sage. None of these things show that the 
nniversity has been investing its money in material 
pbjects. Thetruth is that until now the institu- 
Mion has been rich only in friends and in Western 
lands. The friends have given her a great deal, 
the Western lands have crippled her. Taxes, 
amounting on the average to $25,000 a year, have 
strained her energies to preserve the lands, and 
only recently have the sales at fair prices supplied 
funds enouch to make the improvements in appa- 


ratus and eollections and libraries which were re- 
uired. -The appropriation made in December of 

100,000 for a physical laboratory, veterinary de- 
partment, library, and other departments, show 
that the Trustees are alive to the wants of the uni- 
yersity and ready to supply them when they have 
the means. They have always expressed their in- 
tention of raising the salaries of the Professors 
when they could, and nobody here doubts that it 
will be done. 

The article I allude to says that intellectual prog- 
ress has been backward during these last 10 years, 
for that in 1870 there were 609 students and now 
there are onJy 399. Thisis estimating intellectual 

rogress, as one would that of a circus or a sbop, 

y the number of customers. In Ithaca we esti- 
mate it by the degree of instruction given to those 
who wish to receive it. Ten years ago there was a 
rush to.Cornell. It was anew rage, an institution 
with great choice of studies and with very prac- 
tical aims in education, and as it appealed strongly 
to the men of moderate means, it drew crowds. 
The erroneous idea, too, that there were some spe- 
cial means of labor here by which students could 
support themselves while studying was very at- 
tractive. The terms of admission were low, and a 
great many come who were unfitted in more re- 
spects than one for a college course. In 1870 
276 new students entered, but at the Com- 
mencement in 1874 only, 64, or 23.2 per 
eent., graduated. ‘The others could not keep up 
with their class and had disappeared. As time 
went on the tuition fee was raised, and the re- 
quirements for admission were increased and in- 
struction became more careful, and though in 
1877 only 188 entered the Freshman Class, 80 of 
them, or 42.5 per cent., will graduate next month, 
They will go out, too, with a better training and 
more information and greater means of useful: 
ness by far than those classes enjoyed, which, 
from want of proper preparation of many of their 
members, had to be trained more siowly and more 
elementarily. It has been notorious to those ac- 
quainted with the inside workings of the university 
that the standard ’of scholarship at Cornell has 
been constantly rising, and that it is reached by 
constantly increasing numbers. It is believed, too, 
that the standard for graduation is higher here 
than at most places, being 70, while at Harvard, as 
Lam informed, it is 60. 

Your correspondent complains that the places of 
Agassiz, George William Curtis, Lowell, and Bayard 
Taylor have not been filled. Well, if he will supply 
such men, willing to lecture here every Spring, 
there can beno doubtthat the Trustees will en- 
gage them. They pay as much money now and 
try as hard to secure Jeeturers, but they probably 
telect those who are willing to come and who can 
lecture on the subjects they wish to have pre- 
sented. With the exception of Agassiz they never 
paid more than they have done this Spring. 

Then your correspondent speaks of the want of 
success of students in having Professors removed. 
Jf a university were to take the opinions of stu- 
dents as to the merits of their teachers it would 
soon cease to have either. One ofthe cases your 
correspondent cites illustrates the rashness and 
unreasonableness of students. Half a dozen of 
them, the day after graduating, complained of the 
deficiencies of a Protessor. The President listened 
courteously, examined the complaints, and en- 
couraged the Professor not to be afraid of criti- 
cisms. To-day that department stands as high as 
any in the institution, its students are most thor- 
oughly trained, and after they leave find employ- 
ment readily. One of the officers of the United 
States Coast Survey, speaking of their work, said: 
“We are always glad to get Cornell graduates.” 

Your correspondent conveys a wrong idea when 
he says that while hundreds of thousands of dollars 
have been expended on external splendor not a 
Professorship has been founded. The money was 
expended by those to whom it belonged, and whe 
had their own views in doing so. If they preferred 
putting up commodious buildings and making the 

ounds agreeable and comfortable, none certainly 
had a better right. If they had proposed to endow 
Professorships they would probably have been told 
that every old college had suffered from that pol- 
icy, and that there were better ways of benefiting 
the university. In the meantime the Trustees have 
provided all the Professors who were needed. Ten 
he a ago, which seems to be your correspondent’s 

alcyon period, there were 28 Professors here, now 
there are 39. 

Your correspondent seems to be disappointed. 
Cornell is not to him whatit was when he was 
a student. He has grown, and he should be 
grateful to his Alma Mater who planted in him the 
seeds of large ideas. Those who have watched 
the beginning andthe growth of this university 
have entire faith in it.

Noone who believes in a wise superin- 
tending Providence can doubt that this university 
is directly inthe line of His will, and that it will 
succeed justas surely as that will is conscientious- 
ly consulted, no matter at what individual cost. 
The writer of this has watched it from the start, 
and never had more faith in it than now, when he 
believes that it will be a perpetual source of good.

PROTECTION AND HOSIERY. 
fo the Editor of the New-York Times: 

In your issue of April 26 I find a letter re- 
lating to the duties on knit goods, It seems to me 
that the writer of this communication betrays either 
ignorance or disregard of the canons of the doctrine 
of protection. According to the most sacred of those 
canons, it is not true that “the manufacturer 
paysia duty on raw material equal to 50” or any 
other rate percent. The theory of protection is 


hat while revenue duties may be paid by the 
American consumer, protective duties are paid by 
the foreign producer. The American manufactur- 
ers pay no duty on wool. The foreign producers 
of wool pay forit. Notruth ismore persistently 
or clearly established by protectionists than this. 
If it isn’t applicable to this case, what are the 
other exceptions? 

Another sacred canon of protection is that it 
cheapens whatever itislaidon. Unless we are to 
abandon the very citadel of the system, wool ought 
to be cheaper than if it were duty free, and the 
wool duty, instead of being an obstacle in the way 
of manufacturing knit goods, ought to be an ad- 
vantage. Either the duty on knit goods them- 
selves is an expense to those who buy and use 
them, or the duty on wool is no expense to 
the manufacturers who buy and use it. 
Another sacred canon of protection is that 
high wages in America, and not the lack 
of materials or the difficulties inthe way of get- 
ting them, is the great obstacle in the way of manu- 
factures. The duties were put on, not to offset 
soarcity of materials, for they were alleged to be 

lenty—too abundant te be allowed to go to waste. 

he very abundance of our resources was urged 
gs a reason for developing them by protection. 
We could not develop them without protection, 
because wages were sohigh. It will not do now 
toadmit that wages are only a subordinate ele- 
mentin the cost of manufacture. That will bea 
complete surrender to the Cobden Club. 

Seriously, I think that “H. F.C.” and all the 
rest who have written on that side) greatly over- 
estimate the effect of the wool duties in this case. 
According to the census of 1870 knit goods to the 
value of $18,411,554 were made out of 5,596,955 
pounds of domestic and foreign wool—mostly do- 
mestic. The duty is hardly over 15 cents a pound, 
which would amount to $840,000 on the whole. 
This would be covered by a protective duty of 414 
per cent. on the whole product of $18,400,000 
worth of knit goods. To say that a manufacturer 
who pays 50 per cent. on a single one of 
his raw materials, and then gets 35 per cent. on his 
product, is discriminated agsinst to the extent of 
15 per cent., is to leave wages, machinery, and 
other materials entirely out of the qustion, which 
seems to me to be a very singular oversight on the 
part of those who claim that their system is partic- 
ularly needed to maintain high wages. There is 
not, however, a single canon of protection which 
the protected manufacturer will not flatly deny 
‘when the other ox is gored. What, for instance, 
have the knit goods manufacturers left of the beau-

JUDICIAL SLOVENLINESS, 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Permit me to call your attention to a case of 
indifference to official duty which I think deserves 
the attention and thoughtful consideration of the 
public.

Counse 
for the appellant cited upon his printed brief the 
ease of Post against Doremus, reported in the 
sixtieth volume of the New-York Reports, thatis to 
say, decided by the Court of Appeals, and in 
court read from the report, and with some 
emphasis pointed out how that case was identical 
fn principle, and in all but names, dates, and 


amounts the same in facts, with the case before 
the court. It is easy to believe that the spoken 
words of counsel were forgotten as soon as heard,

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Was thrown unread into the waste basket. Yet Mr. 
Justice Brady, who delivered the opinion of the 
court in affirming the judgment, ignored the case 
cited as utterly as if there had been no brief or no 
such case orno Court of Appeals. To that court 
the case was taken, and was there decided, 
the th of April last, in favor of the 
appellant. All the Judges concur in an opin- 
ion in these words: ‘There was an_ excess 
of words in the undertaking construed in Post vs. 
Dorenius, 60 N,. Y., 371; but eliminating those, the 
obligation was precisely like that on whieh this 
action was brought. The circumstances of the two 
cases and the stage of the action at which the pre- 
vailing party became entitled to costs are also the 
same, and the deeision there made must control 
here.”’ Now itis not to be suggested that aJustice 
of the Supreme Court could not see so plaina 
thing as clearly as a Judge of the Court of Appeals. 
It must, therefore, be presumed that neither of the 
Justices of the General Term looked at the printed 
brief or examined the case cited. And just here, 
as itseems to me, this little history presents a case 
of judicial indifference and neglect wholly inex- 
cusable and which ought to have no perellel.

The Signal Service Bureau reports tndi- 
eate for to-day, in this region, partly cloudy 
weather and lightgrains, north-east to south- 
east winds, no decided change tn temperature, 
with rising, followed by falling, barometer. 


Our dispatches from Albany show plainly 
enough that any hope of prompt ‘“‘vindica- 
tion” of the resigning Senators which may 
have been entertained has been already dis- 


sipated. Whatever the Legislature may 
finally do in the matter, the general senti- 
ment is by no means eagerly responsive to 
the appeal of Messrs. ConKLING and Puart. 
Even in the ranks of those who have been 
regarded as the friends of Senator Conx- 
LING, there is considerable hesitation as to 
the advisability of recommitting to his 
charge the trust which he has so 
gratuitously thrown down. In Washing- 
ton affairs go on with a degree of calmness 
which must be disappointing to the plan- 
ners of the tea-pot tempest of Monday. 
Judge RoBERTSON’s nomination has been 
reported favorably from the committee of 
which Mr. ConkLIna was so recently the 
Chairman, and with only one dissenting 
vote. To-day it will probably be confirmed, 
and the Senate will shortly adjourn. 


There was some solemn fun in the Senate, 
yesterday, between Mr. Davis, of West Vir- 
ginia, and Mr. Dawes, of Massachusetts. 
It must be admitted that Mr. Davis had the 
best of the joke, considering the fact that 
the Republicans have been very anxious, for 
‘weeks past, to proceed to the election of 
officers of the Senate. The desertion of 
ConkLine and Puatr leaves the Repub- 
licans in a minority, and Mr. Davis, when 
he moved to go into election of officers, 
turned the tables on the Republicans as well 
as on his own party. Now that the Dem- 
ocrats are in a majority, they can 
afford to proceed to an election. But 
Senator Dawes, as he is apt to do, took an 
intensely serious view of the case. He said, 
with great impressiveness, that he was 
*‘willing to bow to the will of the ma- 
jority.”’ This was a faint echo of the Sen- 
ator’s celebrated speeches on the dead-lock, 
promoted by Mr. Conk.ina, in which he 
said that the fundamental principle of the 
Government was that the majority must 
rule. It was the maintenance of this prin- 
ciple, according to Mr. Dawes, that had 
brought the public business to a stand-still. 
Now that the Democrats are ina majority 
in the Senate, their right to rule will not be 
questioned, of course, by the illustrious but 


somewhat lugubrious Senator Dawgs.

The battle of the dictionaries has been 
carried into the Legislature, at last. In the 
Assembly, Mr. ALvorp’s resolution author- 
izing the expenditure of $50,000 for the 
purchase of copies of one of the great rival 
dictionaries for public school libraries was 
fought vigorously by a champion of the 
other dictionary. Mr. ALvorp was willing 
to accept an amendment allowing the pur- 
chase of a condensed encyclopedia in place 
of his favorite dictionary. But the 
main proposition was not ordered 
to a‘third reading, and the world will 
never know which of the two contending 
firms of publishers is favored by the Legis- 
Jature of this State. Naturally, as the topic 
under discussion had a literary flavor, 
“much amusement’? was created by the 


ingenious gentlemen who see nothing but 
cause for mirth in any proposition which 
does not contain a political job. But many 
people will learn with amazement that it has 
been found necessary for the Legislature to 
interpose in behalf of public schools which 
have no dictionaries. 
—_— 

Not many weeks ago we had an account 
of a child who was confined by a strap and 
cham by her father on suspicion of having 
robbed his house and committed arson. To- 
day we have a story of a child who has 
killed herself in a moment of mental 
anguish in consequence of a false accu- 
sation of theft, her father being the ac- 
cuser and the person alleged to have 
been robved. The roof having been 
taken from the house in which this 
unhappy family dwelt, we behold a 
spectacle of domestic misery and of reck- 
lessness which is calculated to make tender- 
hearted people shudder. When a delicate 
and sensitive girl is driven to self-destruction 
by the unfeeling and random complaints of 
a parent who fancies that he has been 
robbed, it is time to inquire if the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children 
should not be invested with powers more 
searching and inquisitorial than those now 
given to that useful organization. 

RR PT EE SE 

An excited member of the Pennsylvania 
Senate, Mr. ALEXANDER, has introduced in 
the body of which he is a shining ornament 
a resolution indorsing the action of Messrs. 
Conxiine and PuartT in resigning their 
seats in the United. States Senate and 
recommending the Pennsylvania Senators 
to ‘“‘do likewise.’’ This may be a joke, 
or it may be the result of that ab- 
normal condition of mind sometimes 
known as hysteria, which affects men 
of nervous temperament in times of great 
excitement. But it is just this sort of thing 
that puts the finishing touch to the gro- 
tesqueness of the exit of the two New-York 
Senators. It is generally admitted that the 
departure of these two statesmen was 
dramatic. The Pennsylvania legislator does 
not seem to have made up his mind whether 
the act shall be classed in the tragic or the 
comic drama. 


THE COST OF THE SPOILS SYSTEM. 


The Republicans of the State of New- 
York would do weil to bear in mind that 
the present unfortunate political situation 
would be altogether impossible were the 
civil service on a proper footing. It has 
been frequently urged in defense of the dis- 
tribution of offices as rewards for party ser- 
vice that the party could not be kept effi- 
cient without it. It is now shown how this 
practice interferes with the efficiency 
of the party. Mr. Rogertson would 
not have been nominated by Mr. GARFIELD 
if it had not been for his ‘‘ services’ in the 
convention at Chicago. Messrs. ConKLING 
and PLarrT would not have taken offense at 
this nomination if they had not been edu- 
cated in the doctrine that places of this im- 
portance should be given out in accord- 
ance with the wishes of political lead- 
ers. Had the interests of the pub- 
lic service alone been considered, the 
first step in this foolish but mischievous 
quarrel would not have been taken, and, 
when it was taken, had those interests 
guided the action of the Senate nothing 
further would have come of it. As it is, a 
bitter faction fight is forced on the Republi- 
can Party in this State over a matter with 
which the party as a whoie has no concern, 
and which is as unnecessary and uncalled 
for as it is discreditable and unprofitable. 

Messrs. CONKLING and PLatr make much 
of the point that there was no occasion for 
the nomination of Judge RoBerrson, which 
is perfectly true. Mr. Merritt had yet 
nearly half his term to serve, and had shown 
himself a capable and faithful officer. But 
there was equally no occasion for these 
gentlemen to get angry over the nomi- 
nation, or to resent the intention of 
their fellow Senators to confirm it by spite- 
fully throwing up their commissions. Nor 
would they have thought of doing so if the 
Custom-house in New-York had not been in 
their minds not so much a public office as a 
snug berth for an active politician. The 
source of their extraordinary indigna- 
tion lies even more remote than 
this. It is in the fact that the 
office of Collector of the Port is, in 
their conception of it, not only a politician’s 
berth, but that it gives great power in poli- 
tics to its possessor if he choose to exercise 
it. Ropertson in the Collector’s office 
meant a strong hand, guided by a shrewd 
head, laid on the local ‘‘ machine,’’ in which 
much of their own strength resides. They 
saw the power to influence primary meet- 
ings, to control conventions and determine 
nominations placed with one who would use 
it, as they would use it, vigorously and 
without scruple. It was the fact that a 
Collector who chose to do so would wield a 
potent influence over a thousand subordi- 
nutes that alarmed and incensed them. 

To be sure, this influence is considerably 
curtailed by the rules now enforced in the 
Custom-house as to admission and promo- 
tion; but these rules only apply to future 
changes, and they have not been in force 
long enough to~.have materially affected 
the tone or temper of the whole body of 
subordinates. Even were they to be ad- 
hered to in the letter, ans adroit poli- 
tician would find ample opportunity to com- 
pass his ends in the manipulation of the 
party machinery by the use of the Custom- 
house employes. And there was no cer- 
tainty in the minds of the Senators that the 
rules might not be suspended, or that, if not 
absolutely suspended, the evasion of them 
might not be allowed to restore to 
the Collector unchecked license in the use 
or abuse of his official authgrity. The Sen- 
ators felt that the foundations of their politi- 
cal importance were being undermined, and 
it was by this feeling that their desperate 
move was determined. It is not neces- 
sary to trace here the probable conse- 
quences of that move. Whether Mr. 
ConxLtina be re-elected to the Sen- 
ate, and thus confirmed in his _ at- 
titude of hostility to Mr. GARFIELD, or 
whether he be retired to private life, he 
must remain a more or less powerful ele- 
ment of discord in, the party, and his in- 
fluence for mischief will be precisely meas- 
ured by the extent to which he has been 
able to attach to himself a following ani- 
mated by his own spirit and holding the 
same views regarding the party and the pub- 
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lic service. Whatever may be the disposi- 
tion made of the vacant seats in the Senate, 
the Republican Party in the State and in 
the Nation has suffered a severe blow, to 
which it never could have been exposed had 
not the pernicious doctrine that public em- 
ployment is the spoil of parties and 
party leaders been al!owed to gain so firm a 
hold. Itisto be hoped that the risk and 
humiliation now so needlessly brought upon 
the party may open the eyes of reasonable 
Republicans to the absolute necessity, from 
a party point of view, of a reform that shall 
take the public service out of politics. 
When the management of patronage ceases 
to be the chief occupation of our Senators, 
such mortifying situations as that in which 
we are now involved will become impossible. 


NEW FIELDS FOR COMMERCE. 


The organization of a telegraph company 
whose wires will connect New-York with 
Valparaiso is the latest of many recent indi- 
cations of the commercial regeneration of 
the southern half of the western continent. 
Here and in Europe the citizens of the 
United States are spoken of as the ‘‘ Ameri- 
can’ people. That part of North America 
which lies outside the States is held to 
be of small account. South America is 
a land so remote and uninteresting 
as to be practically unknown in this coun- 
try and the Old World except to a few mer- 
chants. Yet in Mexico, in the United 
States of Colombia, in Peru, in Chili, in the 
Argentine Republic, and in Brazil lie possi- 
bilities of wealth almost as dazzling as those 
opened up by the carly navigators, when 
they burst through the watery barriers 
which hemmed in ‘‘the world as known to 
theancients.’’ What the adventurous sailors 
of the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries did 
for Spain, England, and Holland enterpris- 
ing builders of railways and telegraph lines 
are doing for us. In a measure these under- 
takings run on in advance of the trade 
which must pay for and support them,, but 
they invite it to follow them and powerfully 
aid in creating it. They supply the last and 
chief condition of the rapid development of 
these new lands—regular, speedy, and safe 
communication with the world’s markets. 


This extension of the highways of trade 
with Mexico and South America is the most 
deeply interesting movement now going on 
anywhere in the commercial world. It is un- 
necessary to inquire here how many of these 
enterprises are the speculative ventures of 
men who conjure with capital, and how 
many the outcome of an honest desire to 
reap a legitimate business profit in meeting 
an actual want and contributing to the 
welfare of mankind. The fact is patent to 
all observers that the whole south-western 
corner of North America thrills and stirs 
with an unwonted life. In New-Orleans a 
costly building is about being erected 
for the Cotton Exchange, and the mer- 
chants of that city expect before many years 
to control the trade in futures and spot cot- 
ton, and to retain in the South the large 
sums that have come to New-York for mar- 
gins and commissions. Cotton mills and 
seed mills are starting up, and new ones are 
building there. Texas and New-Mexico are 
undergoing rapid development through im- 
migration and railroad building. In Mexico 
the amount of railroad building now going 
forward is something prodigious. Under 
existing charters Government subsidies are 
pledged to the extent of $90,000,000, of which 
$41,000,000, provided for by the appropria- 
tion of 10 per cent. of the Customs receipts, 
will be divided between the companies under 
whose management railroads are now build- 
ing in all parts of the republic. Over five 
hundred miles of track have been laid and 
reported to the Department of Public Works 
within the year, mostly on short lines, which 
are still being pushed rapidly forward. A 
steam-boat company has just been formed 
to run boats between all the Gulf ports. 
Locomotives from the United States are 
being imported in considerable numbers, and 
Mexican papers report the arrival of en- 
gineers and other railroad men from the 
North by nearly every steamer and train. 
The Tehuantepec Railroad, starting from the 
Gulf port of Goatzacoalcos, is under way, 
and it is expected that fifty miles of track 
will be down by July 1. Across the Isthmus 
of Panama two ship canals are projected, 
which, if they are ever completed, will be 
of great local advantage, and must power- 
fully affect the growth and course of @he 
west coast trade. 


The republics of the South Pacific are, 
unfortunately, not in a position to reap the 
immediate benefit of the railways, canals, 
and telegraphs which are to bring them 
thousands of miles nearer New-York and 
London. But English and American cap- 
ital is impatiently waiting for the thorough 
pacification of Peru, Bolivia, and Chili, and 
when these Governments shall be able to 
offer satisfactory assurances of protection to 
foreigners and foreign interests the revival 
of their trade and industries will be marvel- 
ously rapid. To what extent of solid growth 
and excess over previous attainment this 
revival will be carried will depend on the 
republics themselves. There is no treasure 
so precious as a good name, either in private 
or national affairs. A brawling and disorderly 
nation, always at war with its neighbors or 
disturbed by internal strifes and revolutions, 
is shunned by capitalists and prosperity does 
not visit it. Mexico has suffered more than 
can be told by the instability of her Govern- 
ment. Under Gen. GONZALEZ, the first 
President of Mexico who has had the good 
fortune to be peaceably installed since the 
adoption of the present Constitution, in 
1857, she gives evidence of having entered 
upon an era of tranquillity. Not only 
capital, but immigrants—whose coming 
the Government encourages in various 
ways—are pouring in. The long-neg- 
lected resources of her rich mines 
and her varied and fertile soil will 
now be laid under contribution for the world 
at large. Peru, quite as muchas Mexico, 
needs the stimulus of foreign enterprise and 
capital. The native Peruvians have in them 
very little of the stuff that successful mer- 
chants and manufacturers are made of. 
The republic isa most inviting field for out- 
siders, for the profits of the Peruvian trade, 
with all its risks and losses, are very great. 
But no healthy and solid export trade can 
ever be built up in Peru until she has a de- 
cent Government. All the Spanish repub- 
lics have much to learn before they can take 
their due rank among commercial nations. 

The merchants. and manufacturers of the 
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Wednesday, 
United States, too, have much to learn if they 
would secure their share of the great trade 
which is being opened up in the south-west. 
Our foreign Consuls have repeatedly pointed 
out to them their faults and the reason of 
their inability:to compete, in many mar- 
kets, with their English, French, and 
German rivals. Uniform excellence, such 
as characterize the best English goods, is the 
first essential. The reputation of Ameri- 
can goods has suffered almost irreparable 
injury in some foreign markets through 
mere vulgar cheating in palming off 
an inferior article upon customers quite 
keen enough to know what they were buy- 
ing. The shape and style of manufactured 
goods, such as hats, shoes, hardware, and 
tools, have much to do with the success at- 
tending their introduction abroad. A few 
years ago an American firm sent some 
scythes to Sheffield which were lighter, bet- 
ter, and, with the expense of the trip across 
the Atlantic and the duty added to the cost 
of the steel, not much, if any, higher in 
price than the home-made article, but Eng- 
lish farm laborers would not use them, pre- 
ferring the clumsy Sheffield scythe. Our 
Consuls say that our saws, planes, and chisels 
are superior in every respect to those in use 
on the Continent, but German and Belgian 
carpenters cannot be induced to use them. 
Methods of putting up, packing, display- 
ing, and advertising goods are also worthy 
of careful study. All these points are best 
covered by the system of branch houses and 
resident: partners. This plan is earnestly 
commended to the attention of our merchants 
in the last report of Mr. SaHaw, our Consul 
at Manchester. It is the corner-stone of 
England’s trade with India and China. 


STATE REVENUE AND LOCAL 
TAXES. 

In the preparation of bills whereby the 
tax laws of this State are to undergo re- 
vision, there has been an evident tendency 
to complication of late. The revenue to be 
raised for State purposes and that to be raised 
for local purposes are two separate and more 
or less definite amounts. Heretofore they have 
been obtained by a single process, and appor- 
tioned according to the demands upon each 
community for its own expenses and for its 
share in the support of the State Govern- 
ment. Last year the experiment was begun 
of obtaining a separate revenue for the 
State, and this object has been kept in 
view in the preparation of the measures to 
be submitted to the Legislature at the pres- 
ent session. The joint committee last year 
avowed its determination to devise means 
for securing the entire revenue needed 
for State purposes from corporations and 
associations engaged in business under char- 
ters and franchises granted by the State. 
This year there have been indications of a 
similar aim, though the scope of the proposed 
State taxation has been somewhat broadened. 
The tax on the franchises and business of 
corporations is intended for the exclusive 
use of the State; the same is true of that to be 
derived from the use of foreign capital in 
the banking business, that to be drawn from 
savings banks and life insurance companies, 
the proceeds of the license tax on certain 
branches of trade, and the proposed stamp 
tax on brokers’ sales. 

The general object aimed at is a very de- 
sirable one, and if it can be attained the 
problem of taxation will be greatly simpli- 
fied. If by any legitimate and equitable pro- 
cess the entire State tax can be raised from 
sources to which the people at large con- 
tribute indirectly, and the direct assessment 
upon the property of citizens can be limited 
to taxation for local purposes, half the diffi- 
culty of dealing with the subject will 
disappear. In that case, the relation of the 
tax on real estate and that‘on personal prop- 
erty would become a matter of small impor- 
tance, and might be left to the regulation of 
local authorities. The fact is that altogether 
more stress is laid on the disparity between 
assessments of real estate and those of per- 
sonal property than its importance justifies. 
The tax is paid by the same peo- 
ple in very much the same _propor- 
tion whichever class of property bears 
the nominal assessment. The tax on real 
estate is really drawn from those who 
occupy and use it for whatever purposes, 
and in an active community people occupy 
and use real estate to a value closely 
proportioned to the amount of their 
personal wealth. If taxes are _ ob- 
tained from them in proportion to their 
ability to pay, it matters little what measure 
of that ability is employed in assessing them. 
If the entire amount of local taxation was 
derived from an assessment of real estate, 
there would not be nearly so much inequality 
and injustice wrought as is occasioned by the 
unsuccessful effort to spread the assessment 
over all kinds of property and titles to prop- 
erty not in actual possession. 


But there are evident difficulties in the 
way of devising an adequate State revenue 
system apart from the assessment of prop- 
erty in the hands of citizens. No State can 
levy a duty on imports, and the extent to 
which it can safely impose internal taxes cor- 
responding to those whereby national reve- 
nue is raised is quite limited. It has to be 
chary of imposing burdens directly upon the 
transaction of business. The liquor busi- 
ness is always regarded as fair game for the 
tax-gatherer, and however much it may be 
compelled to pay for the liberty of existing, 
the community is not likely to suffer mate- 
rially. But itis not safe fora State whose 
people are largely engaged in commerce to 
be severe in taxing outside capital that 
seeks employment within its limits. 
While the main object of such 
capital is profit for its non-resident 
owner, it aids in building up the business 
interests of the State, and a tax that would 
tend to keep it away would be injurious. A 
tax on sales like that proposed for the trans- 
action of brokers is of doubtful pro- 
priety. If transfers of stocks and se- 
curities are subject to taxation in New- 
York, there is considerable likelihood 
that such transfers would be checked here 
while they would proportionately multiply 
in rival cities where there was no such exac- 
tion. So every burden upon active capital 
and the transaction of business has a ten- 
dency to drive capital and business else- 
where, to the manifest injury of the State. 


We have to remember that New-York is 
not an independent nation, which can main- 
tain a ‘fiscal policy of its own, nor an iso- 
lated State whose interests stand by them- 
selvea Canital can easily cross its borders 


under the influence of attraction or repul- 
sion, and it has to compete with other States 
in the race for material prosperity. Its tax 
system must needs be devised with due regard 
for,its relations with the outside world. It 
is for its interest to attract capital, to 
encourage business, and to make the 
burdens of the citizen as light as possible. 
A certain amount of revenue is necessary 
for the State, and every community must 
bear whatever taxation may be required for 
local purposes. The size of the aggregate 
burden cannot be greatly modified. Whether 
the funds are obtained in one way or an- 
other, the amount will be pretty much the 
same. That system is best whichis the least 
complicated and which interferes least with 
the every-day transactions of the communi- 
ty. Ifthe Legislature can complete a reve- 
nue system for the State which shall fully 
supply its Treasury and leave the assessment 
of real estate and personal property for 
local uses only, it will be a good thing, pro- 
vided it is done in a way that will not ham- 
per or vex the employment of capital in the 
industries and trade of the Commonwealth. 


CREMONA’S SAINT. 


Protestants sometimes find fault with the 
distribution of saints in Italy, but the system 
is really a wise and commendable one. We 
have found out that in the practice of medi- 
cine it is better to give a small dose of 
the active principle of the drug than a large 
dose of the drug in its crude state. The 
Italians long ago found out that part of a 
saint’s body would work as successful mira- 
cles as the whole of it, and that hence a 
single saint might be beneficially distributed 
over a large area of country. For example, 
let us suppose that the body of a first-ciass 
saint is discovered in a Roman catacomb. 
It may be preserved entire at Rome, or it 
may be distributed among other cities. 
Would it not be the part of wisdom to give 
Milan an arm, Venice a leg, Florence 
an car, and to distribute the teeth 
among a dozen deserving towns, 
rather than to selfishly retain the entire 
saint at Rome? Experience has proved that 
a saint’s arm will cure as many diseases and 
avert as many disasters as the whole saint, 
and there is abundant evidence to show that 
even a single tooth can do an immense deal 
of good in a devoutcommunity. Of course, 
any city will take a certain amount of pride 
in the possession of an entire saint, but sure- 
ly saints were not intended to foster pride 
on the part of anybody. We cannot deny, 
if we look at the matter in an unprejudiced 
way, that the Italian system of the distribu- 
tion of saints is thoroughly commendable, 
although, like all other systems, it may 
sometimes become the occasion of error and 
even Of scandal. ‘The recent trouble in Cre- 
mona concerning St. AGATHA is a case in 
point, but it cannot be honestly quoted as a 
proof that saints ought not to be distributed. 


There is no better saint in the calendar 
than St. AGatHa. She was a combined 
saint, virgin, and martyr, and in each ca- 
pacity has always given entire satisfaction. 
She was a native of the city of Palermo, 
and, having fallen under the displeasure of 
the pagan Roman Governor, was put to tor- 
tures of great variety and ingenuity, and 
finally died in prison from the effects of her 
cruel treatment. Her body has been pre- 
served in Palermo ever since the third cen- 
tury, and has done an immense deal of good 
in a quiet and unostentatious way. The 
Palerinotans are naturally warmly attached 
to St. AGaTHA, not merely because they re- 
gard it as a duty to encourage home saints, 
but because of her admitted merit. While 
they are not guilty of the bad taste of at- 
tacking other saints, they feel at liberty to 
remark that though St. AGarTHa does not 
force herself upon public attention by per- 
mitting her blood to be annually liquefied, 
or by allowing her pictures to wink, she 
takes better care of Palermo than other 
saints who are more demonstrative have 
taken of Naples or other cities which might 
be named. 

Though the body of St. AcatHa is no- 
toriously at Palermo, the cathedral of Cre- 
mona has long boasted the possession of one 
of the saint’s arms. This arm has been as 
useful to Cremona as the rest of the saint’s 
body has been to Palermo. War and pesti- 
lence have been waved away from Cremona 
by this powerful and beneficent arm, and 
the city has enjoyed and still enjoys such 
signal peace that the grass grows in her prin- 
cipal streets, and her inhabitants have full 
leisure to manufacture ancient Cremona vio- 
lings, Although the railway has reached 
Cremona, that peaceful city has little to do 
with her neighbors, and takes small interest 
in the affairs of the outside world. Now 
and then an enterprising citizen journeys as 
far as Milan or Piacenza, and brings back 
word that there are rumors that Count 
Cavour is becoming quite a prominent man 
in Sardinia, and that the Emperor Naro- 
LEON is thinking of war with the Austrians, 
but, as a rule, little news that is less than 
twenty-five years old reaches Cremona. 

Hitherto, Cremona has celebrated St. 
Agatha’s Day with great enthusiasm, and on 
that day the whole population has visited 
the shrine which incloses the saint’s arm. 
Eloquent priests have preached sermons 
showing that Cremona is blessed above all 
the cities of the peninsula by the possession 
of an entire arm of so able a saint, and that 
even Palermo, which owns the rest of her 
body, is thereby only raised toa level with 
the high-towered city of the Lombard plains. 
But it is doubtful if the saint’s festival will 
ever be celebrated in Cremona again, and it 
is certain that henceforth the city desires to 
hear nothing more concerning its hitherto 
priceless arm. 

A few months agoa daring and pious 
Cremonese made a pilgrimage to Palermo to 
pray at the shrine of the greater part of St. 
AgatnHa. To his horror he found, in look- 
ing at the saint’s body, that she had two en- 
tire arms. He sought counsel with the 
attendant priests, who mocked at the idea 
that Cremona had any of their beloved 
saint, and permitted him to thoroughly in- 
spect the body in order to convince himself 
that it had not been subjected to ‘‘ restora- 
tion.’? They even showed him photographs 
of the saint as she appeared before and im: 
mediately after her martyrdom, in which 
she was represented with the usual amount 
ofarms. The evidence was overwhelming, 
and the unhappy Cremonese, having be- 
come convinced that St. AGaTHA never had 
three arms, and that the Palermotans were 
in possession of the two genuine arms, 


went home and informed his fellow-citizens 
that the arm in which they had taken so 
much pride had never belonged to St. 
AGATHA, and was an utterly unknown and 
presumably worthless arm. 

Cremona has yielded to the force of evi- 
dence, and no longer pretends to be in pos- 
session of any part of St. AcaTHa. A com- 
mission of clerical experts is to meet at an 
early day and endeavor to ascertain if the 
arm now in the cathedral of Cremona is a 
sacred or secular arm, and if it should be 
decided to be sacred, to what saint it orig- 
inally belonged. What will be the result 
arrived at by the commission no one can 
foresee, but, in any event, Cremona has 
definitely broken with St. Acarwa, and de- 
sires to have nothing more to do with her. 
The general feeling is that the city should 
choose St. AGNEs as its future patron, and 
should petition the Pope for a small section 
of that blameless and beautiful martyr. 


Itis understood that Mr. ARCHIBALD FoRBES, 
the well-known war correspondent of the Daily 
News, has been requested by cable to report his 
further movements in America and to hold him- 
self in readiness to return to London in view of 
expected European complications. The Tunisian 
difficulty is the only European complication that 
threatens to be serious, and it is probable that Mr. 
Forses may find himself in Northern Africa; be- 
fore he has any opportunity of carrying out his in- 
tended programme of lecturing throughout the 
Australian colonies. 
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The address of Mr. COLEMAN SELLERS, M. 
E., of the Stevens Institute, Hoboken, on Satur- 
day evening, furnishes a brief biography of Presi- 
dent Henry Morton, whose administration of the 
institute, linked with his many scientific discov- 
eries and a happy knack for experiment, has given 
him a commanding rank in science and elicited the 
admiration of the scientific public. It appears from 
the narrative of Mr. Se_ters that Prof. Morton 
first attracted his attention while still connected 
with the public schools in Philadelphia in a very 
humble capacity. He had received a liberal edu- 
cation and was noted for the clearness and pre- 
cision of his exposition on the blackboard, for his 
enthusiastic devotion to his profession, and for his 
felicitous aptitude of illustration. He had even 
then a passion for scientific investigation, and 
when the Franklin Institute of the State of Penn- 
sylvania came to select a permanent Secretary or 
scientific head, young Morron secured the position. 
The selection proved as fortunate for the institution 
as for the youthful Secretary, and it was soon noted 
asa scientific authority, whereas, with a less effi- 
cient head it might nave remained a mere local 
affair, or, as many such institutions have done 
before and since, degenerated into an advertising 
agency for the latest nostrums. Prof. Mor- 
Ton’s connection with the Franklin Institute 
not only brought prestige to the institution, 
but put him in communication with manufacturers 
and directed his bent to engineering, particularly 
to mechanical engineering, which was then scarcely 
aprofession. His reputation was just blossoming 
when the Trustees of the Stevens bequest, looking 
about fora person fitted to carry out the terms of 
the philanthropic millionaire’s will, had their atten- 
tion called to his rare capacity for the work out- 
lined by Mr. StEvENs, and invited him to connect 
himself with the yet undeveloped institution. Af- 
ter some hesitation, young Morton accepted the 
trust and responsibility offered him, and removed 
to New-York, or, what is about the same, to one of 
its Jersey suburbs. His career atthe head of the 
institute, seconded by a Faculty comprising some 
of the ablest and most ingenious experimentalists 
in this country, and the success with which he has 
developed the bequest of the deceased patron of 
science, are too familiarto need recapitulation. As 
a profession in the United States, that of mechanical 
engineering may be described as almost the crea- 
tion of the Stevens Institute, and its methods and 
results as in an eminent degree the work of Presi- 
dent Morton. The difficult and perplexing prob- 
lem of combining the practical training of the 
workshop with the theory and mathematical 
demonstration of the lecture room was the prob- 
lem to be solved in the plan of instruction at the 
institute. Workshop training alone would gradu- 
ate mere mechanics; lecture room training alone 
mere theorists; to unite the education of the 
muscles and of the practical judgment with that 
of the brain and of the intellect, and thus produce 
mechanical engineers, ina course of three years, 
comprising not more than from 1,500 to 2,000 hours 
of study, was by no means so easy as it appeared 
to the uninitiated. Thisiswhatthe new workshop 
at the Stevens Institute means. It is no meregift to 
the Trustees by President Morron to obtain a little 
ephemeral notoriety. but a landmark in the art of 
training students for the profession of mechanical 
engineering. 
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When Lord BEACONSFIELD died, there were 
several points in his early life which it was difficult 
for the obituary writers to set forth with confi- 
dence and exactness. About his career he had 
been so fond of casting a veil of mystery that it 
was perhaps no matter for special surprise that the 
public should have been left in ignorance of the 
year of his birth, the exact place of it, and the cir- 
cumstances of his first public entry into the world. 
Most biographers had given the year of his birth 
as 1805, following in this his own statement; but 
there seems now to be no further room to doubt 
that he was really born a year earlier than 
that. Suggestions are made that his lordship 
fixed upon the later date in order that his literary 
precociousness in producing ** Vivian Grey” might 
seem the more striking, and the white lie was 
surely a not very large one, for his birthday was 
within exactly eleven days of 1805—being Dec. 21, 
1804. Ten years ago, when publishing a new 
edition of his works, he let the world so far into 
the secret of the place where he first saw the light 
as to say it was “‘inalibrary.” Belief had been 
generat that the place was somewhere in 
London, and one story that had gained con- 
siderable currency placed it in Bloomsbury-square, 
not far from the British Museum, where it was so 
well known that Isaac D’Israe.t afterward lived 
that the London guide-books had indicated the 
very house. A few days before Lord Bracons: 
FIELD breathed his last he revealed the truth about 
this matter, in saying toafriend who stood at cis 
bedside: ‘‘ My father was not rich when he mar- 
ried. He took a suite of apartments in the Adelphi, 
and as he possessed a large collection of books the 
rooms were covered with them, including that in 
which f was born.” Mr. C. Nasu, a London 
gentieman, has discovered tne only official rec- 
ord of the young Duisraewi’s first entry into 
public life, being his apprenticeship indenture, 
dated Novy. 10, 1821, and drawn up between Isaac 
D'Israxz.t, Esg., of Bloomsbury-square, BENJAMIN 
DisRaett, his son, and WitL1amM Stevens, solicitor. 
The son was placed with Mr. Srevens for five 
years as a clerk to learn to become an attorney of 
the Court of King’s Bench anda solicitor of the 
Court of Chancery; but it is already matter of pub- 
lic knowledge that fashionable novels instead of 
the law engaged the young man’s attention most, 
and that his brother soon took his place in the at- 
torney’s office. Mr. Nasu, who is the only survivor 
of those who were then in that office, has found pa- 
pers showing that BenysamIn Disrakxr did the usual 
routine business of an attorne;’s clerk, for they are 
indorsed, *‘ Served copy on clerk on date. B. D’I.” 
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The ninth report of the Postmaster of Japan, 
ending June, 1880, shows a healthy development in 
the transmission of ‘mailed matter in the country. 
The equivalent of the yen being our dollar, the to- 
tal revenue was $1,173,691 98, with an expenditure 
of $1,091,900 35. The revenues were derived from 
sales of postage stamps, amounting to $959,730, 
and from postal cards, $177,262 10, the rest of 
the sum, arising from box-rents, transportation of 
closed mails, money orders, saving banks, and mis- 
cellaneous service. Among the items of expenses 
appear $201,513 for salaries of Postmasters and 
officials, and one singular charge, $1,481 03 for 
tuition, that is, the instruction of Japanese clerks 
in the Bureau of the International Post. The ag- 
gregate number of letters, newspapers, books, and 
samples transmitted was 8,944,782, ordinary letters 
numbering 32,918,399, and postal cards 17,342,211. In 
this large mass of letters only 24 were stolen 
and 193 lost. The length of the mai! routes 
in operation at the close ofthe year was 
tsbout 42295 miles. the increase in mileare over 


the year before being 6,42 miles. During the year 
450 Post Offices, 44 receiving agencies, 490 stamp 
offices, and 464 street letter boxes were established, 
the total number of Post Offices being 4,277 and the 
total receptacles for mailable matter not less than 
$,887. As is usual in Japanese matters, the number 
of foreign employes has been reduced, for the 
good reason that ff natives oan de the work it is 
better to give them positions. There isno reason 
why intelligent Japan should be any longer in a 
state of tutelage. In the dead letter office, arising 
from insufficient and illegible addresses, the num- 
ber was 100,740, or one-tenth of 1 per cent. of 
the whole number transmitted. As to Post Office 
orders during the past year, they numbered 306,558, 
representing an aggregate value of $4,604,026 60 
In the Japanese Post Office the total number of 
persons employed seems large, 8,646, of which 5,103 
are Postmasters and 2,493 letter-carriers.

There went to his last rest on Sunday an

Any time within 
the last three or four years he might be seen at 
certain seasons of the yearin the markets study- 
ing the dead fish on the slabs, while, when oppor: 
tunity allowed, he would seek the great rivers and 
lakes and draw on the spot the fish he desired to 
paint. Besides producing a great many pictures of 
merit, trout being the principal subjects treated by 
him, he will be long remembered as the illustrator 
of the ‘“‘Game Fishes of America.” It is sad td 
think that, after many years of toil, Mr. Krrnocurna 
was just reaping the benefits of his labors when he 
was taken away.

“SAM’L OF POSEN.” 

During the temporary season of stage-huch. 
stering and play-mongering, when every man with 
capital can set himself up as a manager, and when 
every actor with a grain of cleverness may wear 
the dignity of popularity, it is not hard to under 
stand that bad plays, which serve to illustrate the 
eccentricities of some fair players, should amuse a 
thoughtless public and win success. It is clear 
that the times are out of joint, and good sense and 
good taste alone can shape them straight again. In 
the meantime, we are deluged with imbecility 
and incompetency in order that we may 
laugh at the corruscating stars that deco 
rate and enliven our stage. Mr. M. B. Curtis, 
who made his first appearance here on Monday 
night at Haverly’s Theatre, is by no means a man 
devoid of intelligence, cleverness, and, perhaps, 
even talent; but in a different season he, like count 
less others who now wander about the country un- 
der the paternal wing of some industrious stage- 
trader, would hardly attempt to impose himself 
upon people as the central and sole figureof a 
play; nor would he be apt tocome tw us heralded 
by the extravagant praise of a press which hag 
seemingly lost its reckoning and balance. Mr 
Curtis is a young actor, bright and promising, ap- 
parently, and quite up to the level of several popu- 
lar and money-making individuals who value them- 
selves at a rate which is hardly in proper ratio to 
their artistic standing. He performs ina character 
called Samuel Plastrick, and acts with some humor 
and ability, though he relies chiefly for success 
upon eccentricities of manner and voice. The 
character is suggestive of something worthy and 
striking in dramatic art, but as it stands 
it is feeble and worthless. The play in 
which this personage fills the chief and 
least melancholy part is a stupid af: 
fair, which certainly does discredit enough 
toits author, Mr. G. H. Jessop. It is one of the 
most asinine dramas produced during a season that 
has been fruitful of this sort of dramatic ware; and 
the sole traits of it that recommend it to favor are 
a bare idea and a humane effort.to treat the Jew 
with honesty and tenderness. 

As it is confidently and triumphantly stated that 
““Sam’l of Posen” has already won the big ear of 
the public, and as Mr. Curtis has already been 
placed by our country and Boston brethren among 
the luminaries of the stage, we may dismiss both 
with the reflection that they should hasten to reap 


where the unwise have sown.

FIFTH-AVENUE THEATRE. 

Von Suppe’s latest composition, ‘* Donna 
Juanita,” has been produced at this theatre by a 
company which in many -respects deserves praise, 
but it is doubtful if the public will take much in: 
terest in the performance. Von Suppe has written 
himself out, as the phrase is, and this new opera is 
a mere repetition of his other works, with nothing 
revised or improved. Those who have heard 
* Fatinitza’’ and “ Boccaccio” will reeognize the 
same author in ‘‘ Donna Juanita,” but the sparkle 
and originality is wanting, and the fun does not 
seem genuine. The story is so involved and 
absurd that one wearies of the task of finding out 
what it is all about, and the successful result of an 
investigation does not compensate for the neces- 
sary labor. It is well put upon the stage, the 
chorus sing with spirit, and have evidently been 
faithfully trained. The textisdrearyin the ex- 
treme. There is very little in the dialogue to pro* 
yoke a smile, and as most of the performers givd 
no indication of the language in whicn they are 
supposed to sing, it remainsfor them to sup 
ply the attractions of action and skillful sing 
ing to invest the opera with any interest. 
The presence of Miss Jeannie Winston in the twa 
characters of Rene Dufeaure and Donna Juanita 
is the redeeming feature of the performance. Miss 
Winston has before received praise for her clever 
and humorous representations of similar rdles. 
She is charming and naive in this opera, as she was 
in “ Fatinitza,” and gave all the character to the 
performance by ner attractive presence, feminine 
grace. and her excellent singing. Miss Edmonston, 
as Petrita, was fairly suecessful, and sang with 
effect. The male characters were not in the 
hands of competent representatives. Mr. Ellis Ryse 
and Mr. Arthur H. Bell were ovre-eminently 
good among their associates, but this is saying 
very little for them. Mr. W, A. Morgan, who, for 
some mysterious reason, undertakes to be not only 
asinger but an actor, was generally inaudible in 
the important part of Don Riego. The minor parts 
were up to the average standard, but the opera is 
dull and only occasionally excited interest, and 
though every one on the stage made an effort, 
there was an absence of enthusiasm, except in the 
final scenes of the first two acts. The music does 
not call for any special comment. Itis not as good 
as Von Suppe’s other works, and contains little 
that is attractive at a first hearing, and still less of 


any permanent value.

LARGE FIRE IN NASHVILLE. 
SC eee 
‘HALF A MILLION DOLLARS’ WORTH OF PROP- 
ERTY DESTROYED. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 17.—A fire causing 
k loss of $500,000 began here at 10 o'clock A. M., 
taking in the Western Union telegraph office, in 
the Noel Block, among the first buildings de- 
gtroyed, and cutting of ail communication by 
wire. The fire commenced in Warren Brothers’ 
paint-house, igniting and consuming Philip 
Schneider’s furniture store, Atwell & Sneed, furni- 
ture; E. & H. Miller, mattresses; P. Blumenthal, 
chinaware; Noel Block, north-west corner of 


Church and College streets, valued at $70,000; 
American office, partially burned; Cheatham & 
Pearce, whisky house; Ryan & Ryan, whisky 
house; penitentiary warerooms, George A. Dickel, 
whisky house; M. Shyar, rag house, and a large 
number of smaller buildings, including one-half of 
each of four squares. 

The fire was the most destructive in Nashville 
for many years. Commencing at 10 o’clock in the 
oil and paint establishment of Warren Brothers, 
corner of College and Church streets, it spread 
rapidly north, east, and west, until 34 build- 
ings were consumed. The new marble-front 
Noel Block, on Church-street, of eight 
three-story buildings, including ‘the beautiful 
new office of Western Union Telegraph Company, 
with allits valuable equipments, is 1n ruins. The 
fire in this direction—west—swept across ap®alley, 
destroying two old buildings occupied as a restau- 
rant and club-room, and with great difficulty 
the Maxwell House and intervening block 
Was saved. On the opposite side of the 
same street the wholesale liquor houses of Ryan & 
Ryan and of Pierce, Hopkins & Lawrence, adjoin- 
ing the American Office, were destroyed, together 
with smaller intervening buildings. The roof and 
cornice of the American Building were partially 
burned, but the main damage to this building 
and its contents was from water on the 
machinery, paper, and files, Sweeping east 
along Church-street the fire destroyed Dickel’s 
wholesale liquor house and the warehouse of 
Cherry, O’Connor & Co., and several smaller 
buildings. Moving north along College-street the 
furniture houses of Philip Schneider and Atwell 
& Sneed, and a mattress and china store c+ howd 
ing, and buildings on the west side of College- 
street, occupied as storage rooms by Weekly & 
Farren, and several smaller buildings, were de- 
stroyed. The total number of houses burned was 
34. The estimated loss is near $500,000; the insu- 
tance will not exceed $200,000.

EDIPUS AT CAMBRIDGE 


ctaeinighcaiestie 
THE GREEK TRAGEDY PLAYED IN 
SANDERS’S THEATRE. 

DOING HONOR TO OLD SOPHOCLES—THE 
PERFORMANCE WITNESSED BY A LARGE 
AND DISTINGUISHED COMPANY— MR 
RIDDLE AS THE KING-—THE OTHER 
ACTORS. 

Bosron, May 17.—Why the Boston horse 
cars should enter at all into an account of the 
Greek play at Harvard is a thing which re- 
quires explanation, and shall be explained. 
Those cars have completely dispelled the cloud 
of classical illusion and make-believe under 
which Icame here. I fancied myself a Greek 
of Sicily or the Italian coionies coming on to 
attend thegreat Dionysiac festival. The steam- 
boat Providence was my galley. As the sun 
rose out of the bright waters of the Avgean 
1 saw the dim land-line of a distant island that 
was either Delos or Martha’s Vineyard, I 
landed at the Peirzeus—that is, Fall River-- 
in a frame of mind which, considering 
that it was then the unnatural hour of 5 A. M., 
was too serene for an American and could 
only be Greek. In my day dream the Long 
Walls mixed and blended ina delightful and 
hasheesh kind of a way with the Old Colony 
Railroad. Boston seemed ‘‘ natura! and Greek” 
—see ‘*Don Juan.” Two elderly citizens at 
Young’s were talking about the adjournment 
of the General Court—a sort of Summer sol- 
stice of the Areopagus, I supposed. Every- 
where there were groups of men in earnest 
conversation. Unless my ears greatly de- 
ceived me they were discussing the approach- 
ing dramatic contest in which Sophocles 
was to be pitted against Philocles and 
another whose name I did not catch. 
One said that the Choregus had 
fidentially told a friend that one of Sopho- 
cles’s plays, the ‘‘Cidipus Tyrannus,” would 
immortalize his name and would win the 
prize for him, unless, indeed, the judges were 
dolts, as not infrequently happened. Another, 
evidently a scandal-monger, whispered it 
about that one of Philocles’s tragedies was 
really a posthumous work of his uncle, Aischy- 
lus, but he found no one who would belieye 
him except an old graybeard who sarcasti- 
cally remarked that he had no doubt of it. In 
fact, he had long ago predicted that the stage 
would corrupt Athens. In his grandfather’s 
days, when they used to worship the good 


god Bacchus with dithyrambs and dances, no- 
body imagined that those simple and sincere 
rites would ever be transformed into a sensa- 
tional show, with unholy dialogues between 
men tricked out in showy finery, and sham 
palaces and spurious godslet down in a ma- 
chine. These things were not religious, but 
plainly immoral, and the State ought to for- 
bid the people to attend them instead of pay- 
ing their way in. The old man was evidently 
acroaker anda Low Churchman. Evenas I 
mounted the Acropolis to the Parthenon— 
called by some the State-house—I still had no 
doubt that I was in Athens, for 1 pullea my 
hat low down over my eyes as I passed those 
unspeakable effigies which stand there, and 
tried not to think of Phidias at all. But as I 
was passing through Scollay-square I came 
upon an object which dispelled my thick-com- 
ing fancies, and brought me into the fore- 
ground of time in the hundredth partof a 
second, It was a horse car, outwardly be- 
dizened in flaring and shameless red, like the 
Babylonian woman, inwardly cushioned and 
upholstered with velvet, elaborately orna- 
mented with inlaid marquetry work, glisten- 
ing with mirrors, and nickel-plated hand- 
straps, and for aught I know fitted up witha 
barber’s shop, electric bells, and Turkish 
bath. The Greek play, violent anachronism 
as it is, now that 1 have seen it, seems the 
most commonplace and natural thing in the 
world. If I should find the bears in the Maine 
woods rehearsing for a Greek play on a hot 
Summer’s day, I should pass it by as a trivial 
circumstance—merely a little odd, that’s all. 
But I am dazed by that horse car, for I have 
seen it and know that it exists, yet it still 
seems to me like something which cannot be. 
This explains the frame of mind in which I 
took my seat in Sanders’s Theatre to-night, 
and my freedom from philhellenic bias through 
the performance. There was no lack of sym- 
pathy with the piece and with the actors, how- 
ever, either on my part or that of the audience. 
It was presented with such a happy union of the 
traditions of the modern and of the Atticstage 
that it appealed powerfully both to the 
scholar’s passionate love of Greek tragedy and 
to the dramatic sensibilities of the larger num- 
ber to whom it was much like any other play 
inaforeign tongue. The language, the scen- 
ery, the costumes, were Greek; but the acting 
was modern and American, and the music was 
of the present quite as much as of the past. 
The brief overture had hardly quieted the au- 
dience and put them ina properly appreciative 
mood before, from the door at the spectator’s 
right, there issued the procession of suppliants, 
led by the venerable Priest of Zeus, of various 
ages, the youths bare-legged, the old men wear- 
ing white chitons or togas, which fell to their 
feet. Their heads were bound with white fil- 
lets, and each bore a wool-twined branch, in 
token of supplication. They slowly mounted 
the stairs leading to the stage and laid their 
branches upon the altars. Atthis point the 
scene was as perfect a reproduction of the open- 
ing of the ‘‘ Gidipus Tyrannus’ as it probably 
looked to the audience in the Dionysiac Theatre 
at Athens as can*be reasonably hoped for. The 
rows of rapt spectators in the semicircular par- 
uet and balcony, the chorus’s station, with the 
thymele in the centre, the narrow stage with 
its altars to the Theban gods, the severely 
Greek front of the palace of Gidipus, the King, 
which closed the proscenium opening like a 
curtain 10 feet back of the foot-lights, the 
Priest, the suppliant throng about the altars, 
the flowing chitons, the fillets, the branches— 
all made up a picture such as no man 
has seen since the decline and disap- 
pearance of ancient tragedy. But when 
the central doors of ‘the palace foid back 
and the King appears and utters his opening 
lines we see at once that he who wears the robe 
and crown is not Cedipus of old but Mr. Rid- 
dle, the Harvard instructor in elocution. Cer- 
tainly no Greek actor ever spoke the lines with 
that shudder, half of pity, half of dread. And 
now we perceive the extent to which a desire 
to make the play endurable to the audience 
has triumphed over the love of strict archzo- 
logicat accuracy. The men who trod the 
Attic stage were not actors but speakers. The 
simple recital of the author's verses sufficed to 
arouse the pity, fear, horror, admiration, 
or tender sympathy of the emotional 
race they addressed. The Greeks had 
not lost their susceptibility to impressions as 
busy modern folk do in the cruel struggle for 
existence. Words then kind!'ed passions which 
acts can hardly produce now. Besides, the 
thick-soled and clumsy cothurnus, a kind of 
boot which raised the persons on the stage 
above their natural height, made graceful mo- 
tion and effective acting impossible. The cast 
at Sanders’s Theatre to-night acted their parts 
much as the actors in amodern play would do. 
This was beyond question a wiser course than 
to attempt to deliver their parts like speaking 
dummies, The interest of the most enthusi- 
astic classical student that ever lived would 
die away under such an ordeal, and it wouid 
be simply intolerable to the audience. The 
proprieties suffered when Cidipus raged about 
the stage or clasped Jocasta ina fond embrace, 
but the audience was thereby drawn into in- 
timate sympathy with the plavers, and 
watched the unfolding of the plot with keen 
interest. The costume of Gidipus was classic 
in beauty and Oriental in richness. A chiton 
of deep red Surah silk was drawn about his 
body, fastened at the shoulders with jeweled 
clasps, and by a girdle of metal about the 
waist, falling im graceful folds to his feet. A 
broad gold band ran around the bottom, The 
himation, or outer garment, was of satin, pur- 
le in color, and with a passementerie border, 
Raving patterns traced upon it with gold cord. 
This was thrown over the right shoulder, and 
left the arms free and bare. The model of his 
golden crown was dug up by Dr. Schliemann 
at Mycenae. Sandals of white buckskin, fas- 
tened with golden thongs, completed his attire. 
The Cidipus of ‘Mr. Riddle can scarcely be 
measured by ordinary dramatic standards. 
His audience was divided into two camps— 
those whose minds were steeped in classic 
traditions, Philhellene, in fact, to whose 
mental eye there was visible an _ ideal 
King of Thebes in that remote he- 
roic age, a serene ‘and majestic personage, 
yielding now and then to tempestuous gusts of 
passion. But at other moments wearing his 
royalty as though he were half a ged. 
The other, a larger portion, made up 
of mtlemen and ladies of Boston 
and Cambridge who had no _ partciular 
prejudices on the subject of Greek Kings, and 
would have seen him in any guise and seeming 
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without a shock to their sense of the fitness of 
things, so that he spoke his lines fairly. Both 
these classes could not be pleased, for the latter 
would have found the Greek CEdipus a bore, 
though no doubt politely acknowledging him 
to bethe correct thing, and in so far as Mr. Rid- 
dle departed from Greek traditions and present- 
ed the character as a monarch of the modern 
drama to that degree he [disappointed the 
expectations of the classic few. The suc- 
cess of the representation was of far 
more account than musty and uncer- 
tain tradition, and as 1 have already 
said there can be no doubt that the 
actors were wise in treating their au- 
dience as play-goers rather than as anti- 
quarian book-worms. Mr. Riddle is a finished 
elocutionist and an accomplished actor as 
well. He showed that he had a definite con- 
ception of the character of (dipus, 
and his acting was consistent with it 
throughout the play. Whether pity or 
fear, anger or deep distress was to be 
expressed he responded nobly to the demand 
made upon him. He showed none of the con- 
scious weakness of an amateur, but played 
with perfect confidence in  himseif, as 
though the réle were easily within his 
powers. In the account Gdipus gives Jocasta 
of his encounter with Laius, he caught and 
rendered superbly the spirit of the lines, and he 
was equally happy in the scene with the cho- 
rus and with Antigone and Ismene after the 
blinding. The element of pathos which 
Sophocles here introduces to soothe the feel- 
ings of the spectators after all the horror 
they have witnessed did not fail to have 
that effect upon the Cambridge audience. 
In this scene the progress of the action of the 
stage was watched with deep interest by all in 
the theatre, not because it was Greek, but be- 
cause it was human, and this representation 
brings out more clearly than years of closest 
study would do the essential difference between 
the dramas of Atschylus and those of Sophocles. 
The former making his personages the dumb 
creatures of fate’s decrees powerless and 
unconscious playthings of the gods, hurried 
on to a _ fate which excites the deep- 
est horror, the younger tragedian ac- 
knowledging the tone of inflexible des- 


| tiny, but giving the personal will of his 
| characters a share in the action. i

It is @dipus 
all these woes down upon his head, 
by his perfect unconsciousness that 
his acts are criminal he stands at 
the last as the innocent victim of cruel fate, 
a situation which powerfully moves our 
pity. Mr. Riddle’s pronunciation of Greek 
is well-nigh perfect. Quantity and ac- 
cent were faithfully observed by him, 
though in those matters the rest of 
the cast made many trips. The vowel sounds 
were given by him with remarkable precision, 
and it was gratifying to hear from 
his lips what the best Greek schol- 
ars are rarely able to give properly 
on accented short syllables not made long by 
the stress of the accent. His performance, as 
a whole, must be reckoned a triumph well de- 
serving the applause he received and the ivy 
crown which was handed up to him when he 
was recalled, at the close of the play. 

(idipus, like Othello, dominates the stage. 
No other réle in the tragedy makes so great a 
demand upon the player who assumes it. 
Creon, personated by Mr. Henry Norman, of 
the Class of ’81, appears but thrice upon the 
scene—first on his return from Delphi with the 
response of the oracle, then when he comes on 
after Cidipus’s stormy dialogue with Teire- 
sias to clear himself of the accusation of plot- 
ting against the King, and finally, after the 
blinding of Gidipus and his own succession to 
the throne, when he returns to take part in the 
affecting closing scene. Mr. Norman’s unpre- 
tentious interpretation of the part was in good 
taste in the first scene with CGidipus, whom 
Creon naturally treats with deference, and 
would not — to equalin anything, even in 
his acting. In the scene which precedes the 
entrance of Jocasta he might have permitted 
himself in his action a freedom corresponding 
to the frankness of his speech, as he then plain- 
ly tells his sovereign that he acts without 
knowledge, unjustly, and as a bad King, in 
sentencing him to death or banishment. A 
more dignified and balanced carriage in the 
final scene would have better suited his new- 
come royalty. Creon’s costume was a chiton 
of a deep red color and a chlamys, or travel- 
ing cloak, worn on his journey to Delphi, red 
like the chiton, but with star-like figures out- 
lined in gold. ‘The natural difficulties of 
the part of Jocasta can epreey be over- 
stated. It is not easy for a man to takea 
woman’s part upon the stage without making 
it a burlesque; andin the rdie of Jocasta are 
some situations with which genius itself would 
grapplein vain. Mr. Leonard E. Opdycke, of 
the Lawrence Scientific School, is peculiarly 
fitted in feature and physique for this trying 
part. To those who in advance had appre- 
ciated its difiiculties it was a surprise to see it 
so well played. The Greek costume aided ma- 
terially in producing the illusion in respect to 
figure; but Mr. Opdycke’s walk and poses, his 
slow, graceiul gestures, and, above all, the nice 
adjustment of his complexion to the rare shade 
of red hair which be had chosen for his queenly 
head, must be reckoned the chief triumphs of 
his make-up. Jocasta’s chiton was of flesh- 
colored silk, showing only what corresponds to 
the skirt of a modern dress, the waist being 
concealed by a diploidion, or wrapper, of 
gauzy texture, fastened at the shoulders with 
those sharp ‘‘ brooch pins” with which GQidipus 
destroys his eyes. The outer garment, or hi- 
mation, thrown over the shoulder, was a lightly 
woven silk stuff, of a golden color, and tra- 
versed with threads of gold, and kaving little 
balls depending from the corners. ‘The hair 
was drawn tightly back and gathered ina 
simple knot at the top of the head. At the dis- 
tance from which most of the audience saw 
him, Mr. Opdycke looked like an interesting 
woman. e had caught to perfection the fem- 
inine trick of swaying the head slightly from 
side to side, with a gentle, willowy motion. 
The chief demand upon the histrionic powers 
of the personator of Jocasta is made in the 
scene where the messenger from Corinth re- 
lates how he found Cédipus as a babe upon 
Meunt Citheron, receiving him with his feet 
bound from the hands of the slave of Laius. 
A dark foreboding has for some time 
clouded the mind of Jocasta, but 
these words reveal the horrible truth 
that the son whom she sent into the forest to 
be cast away has survived to be her husband 
and the father of her children. lt transcends 
the power of mortal man or woman to depict 
a tithe of the mighty woe which this revela- 
tion brings upon Jocasta. Nature never in- 
tended the human mind and frame to endure 
such sorrows, so she makes no provision for 
their expression, but mercifully throws over 
the unhappy few who are called upon to 
bear pangs like this the kindly shelter 
of unconsciousness. A dead faint would 
be the only natural action possible 
to the actor who plays Jocasta in 
this scene. But the lines donot allow this, 
and Mr. Opdycke, in the two or three minutes 
during which Jocasta must bear her dreadful 
knowledze before she again speaks, employed 
creditably the means within his power to ex- 
press the emotions he was supposed to feel. 
As this scene must of necessity be conven- 
tional, it may be suggested that the best treat- 
ment of it would befor Jocasta to kneel at 
one of the altars and hideher face. Of course, 
no modern playwright would write in sucha 
passage. e réle of Teiresias was nobly ren- 
dered by Mr. Curtis Guild, of the Class of ’81. 
Dressed in a flowing white chiton, and with 
hair anda beard like Merlin’s, which the fire of 
youth gone out ‘‘ had left in ashes,” carrying 
a staff encircled with a fillet, andled in by a 
boy, he | grog to the eye in perfection the 
figure of the blind old seer of Laius’s royal 
house. His denunciation of Cdipus as the 
wretch who had brought foul pollution and the 

lague upon the land was a fine piece of dec- 

amation. 


Sophecles has made the herdsman from 
Corinth, who comes to announce the death 
of King Polybus, a garrulous and. shrewd 
fellow, willing to tell ail he knows, 
and more too, and, above all, anxious 
to get into the good graces of Cédipus, his fu- 
ture master and King. The part was taken 
by Mr. A. W. Roberts, of the Class of ’81, 
who successfully indicated these qualities. 
A performance which called for the most 
unqualified praise, and left hardly any- 
thing to be desired, was that of Mr. G. M. 
Lane, of ’81, as the servant of Laius, he who 
is brought in to reveal to Cidipus the secret 
of his birth, He came upon the stage a 
bent and grizzled old man inthe garbof a 
slave, wearing over his shoulder, the skin 
of a sheep tanned with the wool upon it. A 
rough staff cut from a beech sapling in his dis- 
tant pasture aided his poor old legs to sustain 
the weight of his trembling body. As he 
mounted the steps to the stage he was the 
very picture of a weather-beaten old shepherd, 
and his quick, nervous glance at his master 
and studied avoidance of his gaze thereafter 
depicted to the life the state of mind in which 
the slave is brought upon the stage by 
Sophocles, for it will’ be remembered that 
it was this man who escaped when 
(Edipus comes to Thebes as King and marries 
Jocasta. He recognizes him, not, indeed, as 
the son of Laius and Jocasta, but as the 
murderer of Laius, and he prays Jo- 
casta to send him into the country to 
tend the flocks, as he cannot bear 
toremain in the household. It is he, too, to 
whom Jocasta had given the baby Gidipus to 
be destroyed, and who saved him for a 


wretched life by giving him to the Corin- 
thian herdsman. fie is here brought face to 
face with Cidipus and the Corinthian. and 
from his unwilling lipsthe whole truth is to 
come out “as sunlight clear.” When the too- 
communicative Corinthian informs him, with 
the air of one who tells good news, that 
the child he received from him was none 
other than CEdipus, the old man angrily bids 
him hold his tongue. Mr. Lane’s acting 
throughout this remarkable scene was admira- 
ble, his pathetic rage against the Corin- 
thian, and his evasion of the searching 
questions with which (£édipus plies him, 
bringing the author’s meaning out with the 
greatest possible clearness, The part of 
the messenger from within the palace 
who comes to announce the suicide 
of Jocasta and the self-blinding of 
CEdipus was assumed by Mr. Owen 
Wister, of ’82. Mr. W. H. Manning, 
also of ‘82, took the dle of the 
Priest of Zeus, who has a_ short part 
at the opening of the play. The chorus, 
though really the most ancient feature of 
Greek tragedy, the parent stem upcen which 
actors and dialogue and stage effects 
were successively grouped, was to the Cam- 
bridge audience the most novel feature of 
the performance. Fifteen young gentlemen cf 
tue Harvard Glee Clubassumed tiis part. They 
entered at the right after Cidipus, having 
heard the response. of the oracle brought 
by Creon, promises the city deliverance. The 
players in taking their places in the orches- 
tra, grouped about the thymele and sang 
the opening chorus, invoking the patron God 
of Thebes. The Greek chorus of old danced 
as well as sang, moving alternately to the 
right and left, marking thus the di- 
visions of the strophes and anti-strophes. 
Instead of attempting the dance which could 
barely have escaped being ridiculous, the mem- 
bers of the Harvard chorus slightly changed 
their relative positions in the orchestra in 
the singing according to a prearranged plan. 
The music for the chorus and orchestra was 
composed by Prof. John K. Paine, and 
has been da ogg It is a remarkable 
work. Nobody knows what Greek mu- 
sic was like, though it was probably 
very simple and with fewer notes 
than our octave possesses, Prof. Paine has not 
attempted to write prehistoric music, but 
has adapted his work to the spirit of 
the sentiments expressed in the choruses. 
There is nothing in the music that could 
fairly be called an air, the range of tone being 
somewhat narrow. Variety is attained, how- 
ever, by skillful management of volume. The 
first and second choruses were beautiful and 
received a storm of applause. The harmonic 
effects were often fine, and the gentlemen of 
the chorus showed evidence of thorough drill. 
Their voices were reinforced in the anti-strophes 
by a supplementary chorus of 50 voices from 
the Apollo Club. This supplementary chorus 
and the orchestra of 32 performers sat just 
outside the inclosed space occupied by 
the dramatic chorus. The fourth choral ode 
immediately following the finalexit of Jocasta 
a joyous strain which intensifies the effect 
of the quick succeeding catastrophe, was 
sung as a solo by Prof. George L. Os- 
good, of Boston, who appeared, like the 
other members of the chorus, dressed as a 
Theban elder, with flowing white chiton and 
hair bound with a fillet. The nature of this 
chorus allows the composer greater freedom 
than would be appropriate to the solemn 
movement of the other, and it was rendered 
with excellent effect by the fine voice 
of Mr. Osgood. The brilliant success 
of this attempt to put before an 
American audience a Greek tragedy in its 
original setting is a deserved reward 
for the unsparing labor and zeal of those 
who have taken part in the enterprise. 
Under the constant and careful supervision 
of Profs. Goodwin and White the prepara- 
tions have been going on all Winter. It is cer- 
tainly a sufficient proof of faithful study 
and rehearsal that no hitch or hesitation 
marred the smoothness of the performance 
this evening. The prompter’s position was a 
sinecure. The expense of the representations is 
about $5,000, which is more than covered 
by the sale of seats for  to-night’s 
performance and those of Wednesday and 
Friday evenings and Saturday afternoon. 
The audience was a brilliant one, in full 
dress, and included many beautiful women 
and prominent men; among _ the latter 
were Longfellow, Oliver Wendell Holmes, the 
Hon. Robert C. Winthrop. Gov. Long, Judg

COAL OPERATORS IN COUNCIL, 

A meeting of coal operators of the Lacka- 
wanna and Wyoming Valleys, and of officers of a 
construction company which is building an exten- 
sion of the New-Jersey Midland Railroad to those 
coal-fields, was held at the Fifth-Avenue Hotel last 
evening. Mr. William S. Dunn, a member of the 
firm of H Clafiin & Co., and the Presi- 
dent of the construction company, presided. 
One of the objects of the meeting was 
to consider the negotiations now in progress for 
the purchase of 10,000 acres of coal land in the vi- 
cinity of Tamaqua, the objective point of the pro- 
posed railroad extension. Another was to arrange 
with the coal operators contracts for the sale of 
the latter’s products, which are about 3.000 tons 
per day. The construction company owns 3,000 
acres in the lLackawanna_ Valley, whose 
daily product is about 1,200 tons. If the 
conference of these gentlemen comes fo a 
successful issue, @ new and _ formidable 
rival to the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
Company, it is claimed, will be established, which 
within the next three years will be ableto deliver 
to this market as much coal as the Delawaro, 
Lackawanna and Western Company.

Mr. Dunn declined to 
announce the result of the meeting, saying that 
there is to be another one held to-night at the 
same place, when the details may then possibly 
be given to the public.

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DR. KUENSTLER TAKING CHLOROFORM. 

Dr. Hugo Kuenstler, of No. 238 East One

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CLUES WHICH LEAD IN THE DIREC- 
TION OF MORRISANIA. 

MRS. FINCK’S IDENTIFICATION OF THE DEAD 
WOMAN'S CLOTHING—A PERSON WHO 
VISITED ITER SALOON SUPPOSED TO BE 
THE VICTIM--AN ACTIVE SEARCH BY 
THE CORONER AND POLICE. 


Coroner Wiggins and Chief of Police Dono- 
van, of Hoboken, who are directing the efforts to 
unravel the mystery surrounding the Guttenberg 
woods murder, have turned their eyes toward Mor: 
risania, N. Y., as the land of hope. The clues they 
are tracking are based on the story of Mrs. Finck 
about the visit of two strangers to her saloon two 
weeks ago, which was reported in these columns 
yesterday. Mrs. Finck’s positive identification yes- 
terday of the clothing found on the dead woman 
as having been worn by her visitor, satisfied the 
Officials that they had at last unearthed a clue that 
promised to lead to an elucidation of the mystery. 
Mrs, Finck’s story, as told in detail to 
Coroner Wiggins yesterday, is this: On 
Tuesday, May 3, a well-dressed woman, accor- 
panied by a man, entered her saloon, between 8 and 
4o’clock in the afternoon. Her place is on Pierce- 
avenue, four blocks west of the Bergen Line Boule- 
vard, and httle less than a mile and a half south of 
the woods in which the tragedy occurred. The 
woman was about 5 feet 2inches high. When she 
laughed Mrs. Finck could see that a tooth Lad de- 
cayed on either side of her mouth. Her hands 
were small, her feet small, and when she changed 
her position Mrs. Finck could see that one of her 
buttoned gaiters was run down on one side more 
than the other. The strange woman said she had 
walked a long way and was tired, but she was very 


talkative and agreeable. She seemed tobe a per- 
son of considerable polish, and Mrs. Finck asked 
her if she were a Platte-Deutscher. 

“No,” said the stranger with a rippling laugh. 
“Tam high Dutch.” 

She asked for something to eat, and Mrs. Finck 
brought her some bread. She asked her compan- 
ion what he would drink. He called for soda- 
water and she called for beer. She paid for the 
liquor from a purse she had in her hand. She re- 
mained for 25 minutes, and drank two or three 
times with her friend. Shs took beer and he 
called for soda-water each time, and on each oc- 
casion she met the demands of the barkeeper from 
her pocket-book. The woman was very lively in 
manner, and Mrs. Finck was attracted to her. She 
said she had come from Union Hill, but lived in 
New-York. 

** You may almost call it New-York,” she said— 
**just above New York, in Morrisania.”’ 

she had a bottle of Rhine w'ne with her, and 
asked for a cork-screw to open it with. “I may 
get thirsty,’ she explained, *‘before I get to my 
poi erd,. and want to have the cork so that 

can draweit out without trouble.” She drank 
about half the bottle and then put the cork loosely 
into the neck of the bottle.. While she drank she 
talked about the values of property in North Hud- 
son, remarking tbat the new tunnel in process of 
construction, which she had visited, would tend to 
appreciate the values of property in the neighbor- 
hood. She remarked incidentally that she could 
have bought a handsome piece of property in 
Morrisania for $800. Before she left she asked 
Mrs. Finck fora piece of paper to wrap the Rhine 
wine bottle in. Mrs. Finck gave heracopy of the 
Staats Zeitung—of what date she could not tell. 

During all the time the strange woman was so 
talkative her male companion sat by moody and 
silent, with his face turned to the open window. 
The woman asked the distance to Guttenburg and 
the distance to the Guttenburg ferry. It was only 
to anticipate Mrs. Finck’s replies to these questions 
that the man spoke. He said he knew the way to 
the ferry, rather impatiently, and seemed to be anx- 
ious to get away. 

A Rbine wine bottle half emptied of its contents 
was found near the body when it was discovered, 
On the ground was part of the Staats Zeitung of 
April 29. 

Coroner Wiggins had with him the jewelry and 
some of the clothing worn by the dead woman. As 
soon as Mrs. Finck saw the ear-rings she said they 
were those her visitor had worn. The dolman she 
described before she had seen it; when it was pro- 
duced she recognized it at once. She knew the 
breastpin. The woman, she said. wore two rings— 
one of them, she thought,a plain gold one. In 
this respect the marks of identity correspond. 
Tne hat she knew at once. 

Mrs. Finck described the woman as being 28 or 
20 years old. Her gay dress may have made her 
look younger than she really was. Her companion 
was 27 or 28 years old; about 5 feet 73< inches high. 
He was of thick set. and his dark mustache was 
heavy and short. He wore a black coat, a high 
derby hat, with a square crown; a Byron collar on 
a white shirt, and a black bow, and in general ap- 
pearance he was !ess neat than the woman. He was 
unwilling to carry the Rhine wine bottle away, but 
his companion said her arm was tired, and insisted 
on his carrying it, and he took it. 

Immediately upon hearing the story Coroner 
Wiggins commuuicated with District Attorney Mc- 
Gill, and Mr. McGill at once placed Edward Stan- 
ton, his special detective, at the Coroner's dis- 
posal. He communicated with the New-York au- 
thorities, and Capts. Killilea and Washburne as- 
signed twoof their most competent detectives to 
follow up the clues. The Morrisania Police were 
also put on the scent. Coroner Wiggins and Chief 
Donovan, of Hoboken, went to Morrisania, but 
could learn of no missing woman. The special 
duty Officers Stanton and l’anning, who went into 
North Hudson, had in view was to trace the couple 
who visited Mrs. Finck’s place before they reached 
the saloon and after they leftit. Theyapproached 
her place, Mrs. Finck says, from the Union Hill 
direction, and may have passed Dr. Mahon's 
church. When they left they moved north-east 
toward the Bergen Line Boulevard. The detec- 
tives discovered that a woman answering the de- 
scription of the dead woman stopped at 
ahout 6 o’clock in the evening of that 
day at Gordon’s drug store in Guttenberg and 
ealled for a glass of soda-water. She seemed 
to be intoxicatea. After she had drank she went 
up the Bull’s Ferry road. A boy in the store 
watched her as she wenc, and saw that a block or 
two up the road she was joined by a man in black. 
They staggered from side to side along the road 
till they were lost to view. This brought them 
close to the point where the tragedy occurred. A 
gentleman who wasin the drug store thought the 
woman was a married woman of loose habits liv- 
ing in Bull’s Ferry. He cannot say whether she is 
missing ornot. A aquarryman named Haller says 
that he saw a woman answering the description of 
the murdered woman going up the Bull’s Ferry 
road with a tail man in black clothes at about 7 
o’clock in the evening, but Haller says it was on 
Tuesday, the 10th inst., and not Tuesday, the $d. 
After a time he saw the man walking rapid) 
down the road alone, his clothing covered wit 
mud. Haller’s story isa week too late to corrobo- 
rate Mrs. Finck’s story, but then he may have been 
mistaken as to the date. 

Yesterday afternoon Coroner Wiggins received a 
telegram dated Camden, N.J., and signed ** Mrs. 
Davis,” asking him to send on by telegraph a de- 
scription of the murdered woman and particularly 
of her dolman, cape, and hat. He answered it as 
requested. An anonymous letter sent to ex-Coro- 
ner Crane said that a woman answering the de- 
scription of the dead woman had been seen in the 
direction of Kohler & Kamena’s brewery on Tues- 
day night last, and directing the ex-Coroner toa 
Mr. Birch for further information. 

The Sergeant on duty at the Thirty-third Pre- 
cinct Station-house, in Morrisania, said last even- 
ing that two officers from Guttenberg visited the 
station-house Monday evening and related the 
statement made by Mrs. Finck. Capt. Ward de- 
tailed Detective Wilson to assist them, and the 
officers made inquiries throughout Morrisania dur- 
ing the evening and yesterday, but up to midnight 
no clue to the identity of the woman had been 
found, and no one had been reported at the station- 
house as missing. 
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TAXATION IN NEW-JERSEY. 


OF THE CONSTITUTIONAL 
COMMISSION, 

TRENTON, May 17.—The commission to sug- 
gest amendments to the Constitution of New-Jersey 
met in the State-house to-day. All the members 
were present except Mr. Gardner, of Atlantic 
County. The commission was organized by the 
appointment of H. Newton Congar, of Essex, as 
President; C. O. Cooper, of Morris, and William 
Cloke, of Mercer, as Secretaries, and J. A. Me- 
Lauchlan as stenographer. Messrs. Abbett ana 
Hobart were appointed a committee to prepare 


rules. Mr. Abbett offered several amendments, 
which for the time were laid on the table: 

1. That the real and personal estate of every corpo- 
ration, foreign and domestic, except that of the mu- 
nicipalities of this State, shail be taxed the same as 
individuals, all laws establishing a different rule to be 
repealed. 

2. No law to be passed or contract made by which 
the power of taxation shall be in any way impaired or 
abridzed. 

%. The power of taxation to be completely restored 
by the condemnation of all rights to exemption from 
taxation, whether total or partial, and that such con- 
demnation shall be on just compensation, to be paid 
out of the State Treasury. 

The commission then adjourned, to meet at the 
State Capitol on the 25th inst., at 1 P. M.

PROBABLE SUICIDE BY A OCOAILD. 
EFFIE PERSON, AGED 14, KILLS HERSELF 
UNDER PAINFUL CIRCUMSTANCES. 


A revolver, which had lain for two years in 
the drawer of a bureau in the kitchen of the apart- 
ment of Orrin D. Person, on the third floor of No. 
(78 Tenth-avenue, was taken out yesterday by his 
daughter Effie, aged 14. It was discharged, and the 
bullet went into her left breast, killing her. No 
one saw the occurrence, but the! facts warrant a 
belief that in a moment of mental anguish she 
deliberately destroyed herself. Mr. Person 
Ils a native of Greene County, New-York, 


and he and his wife are well connected. 
He has been for the _ past two years 
employed as clerk by C. F. Dielmann & Co., dealers 
ln piano cases, tops, and hard woods, at Nos. 547 to 
559 West Twenty-first-street. They say he has an 
excellent reputation. His apartments consist of a 
front parlor and the kitchen, with dark bedrooms 
between them. The rooms are plainly but neatly 
furnished. Mr. Person is a handsome oun man 

with black hair and whiskers. He and his wife had 
three children—Katie, aged 12 years; Effie, aged 14, 
and Alice, aged 17. All were pale-faced, handsome, 
bright girls, with high foreheads and regular feat- 
ures, but were delicate, and Effie suffered from 
curvature of the spine. They attended Female 
Grammar School No. 56, in Eighteenth-street, near 
Ninth-avenue. Effie was in the fifth grade, but her 
Infirmity often stopped her studies. Mr. Person is 
spoken of by his neighbors as an indulgent father. 
Effie was his favorite child. 

On Saturday morning, while Mr. Person was 
firessing, he complained to his wife that about $50 
had been taken from a roll of bills in a pocket of 
his trousers. Mrs. Person would not admit the pos- 
Ribility of her husband being robbed in his own 
apartment, but he insisted that he had been 
robbed while asleep. Although his means are 
limited, he -did not make a compiaint to 
the Police. Yesterday morning at 7 o'clock 
he began to dress, and when he took up his 
trousers he exclaimed angrily that he had been 
robbed again. Mrs. Person remembered that her 
busband came home on Monday at 11 P. M.and 
suggested that the money was lost before he en- 
tered the house. Mr. Person’s anger increased, and 
he estimated his loss at $70. He looked about the 
fioor of the bedroom and found a five-dollar 
bill. This he showed as a proof that he 
had been robbed in his own apartment. He 
talked in a manner that indicated that he suspected 
that either his wife or one of his daughters had 
taken the money. Mrs. Person defended herself 
and the girls, and her husband in a fit of passion 
left the house, saying he would not return until 
the money had been found. When he was away. 
Mrs. Person spoke to her daughters, who were ag- 
Itated over their father’s conduct, and told them not 
to worry. Her busband’s last remark when he left 
the howse was that he would employ a detective 
and get to the bottom of the affair. This suggested 
gn course to Mrs. Person, and she wrote the follow- 
ing letter: 

To the Captain of the Folice: 

Will you please send a detective to my house just as 
goon as possible on account of some mysterious, and, 
to us hewvy, losses. I am unwilling to leave the house 
myself. Mrs. PERSON, 
No. 173 Tenth-avenue, third floor. 
, TuEspay, May 17, 1881. 

Katie took the letter to Capt. MeElwain, of the 
Sixteenth Precinct, who immediately instructed 
Detective Clairns to make an investigation. Mean- 
while Mrs. Person and her daughter Alice went to 
the parlor of their apartment and looked into the 
street, expecting to see Katie or Mr. Person return. 
They were talking’ about the ewe gi A when a pistol 
shot, followed by «} fall, was heard in the kitchen, 
and Mrs. Person found Effie lying before the 
bureau, in a drawer of whicXthe pistol, which lay 
on the floor beside her, kad been kept. Effie 
Jooked at her mother and gasped: “‘ Oh, mamma ! 
Ob, mamma!” Mrs. Person lifted her head and 
found that blood was running from a wound in her 
left breast. She bent over the girl, whose eyes 
‘were glazing, and said: ** Why, Effie, what did you 
do this for? You didn’t think that I suspect- 
The child said with difficulty: 
but papa suspects. us,”’ 
died. A minute later Mr. Person 
came in. He did not demonstrate great grief at 
¥Efiie’s death, and returned to his office to arrange 
his books and papers. Shortly after Detective 
Cairns came in with. Katie, and immediately sent 
‘word to the Board ot Coroners and began an inves- 
tigation. Capt. McElwain arrived, and he and his 
subordinate were soon satisfied that Effie shot her- 
self deliberately. Capt. McElwain concurs in the 
belief of Mr. and Mrs. Person that their daughter 
did not take the missing money. Mrs. Person is 
firm in the belief that the money was not lost in the 
house, and Mr. Person admitted in theafternoon 
that the last time he saw the money was a week ago 
when he was in the lumber district of the Adiron- 
dacks. Capt. McElwain said it was not his busi- 
ness to trouble with a side issue like the money, 
but he had a theory that acquitted Mrs. Person and 
her daughters of stealing it. Mr. Person asked as 
‘a favor that the reporters would say it was his firm 
belief that the child shot herself accidentally while 
looking for something in the bureau drawer. Mrs. 
Sutton, Principal of the school which Effie attend- 
ed, spoke highly of her. She was a nervous, ex- 
citable child, and would have been very likely to 
act rashly in a moment of mental anguish pro- 
guced by a false accusation.

ENDING WHITTAKER’S CASE. 
MEARING THE LAST - WITNESSES—CLOSING 


ARGUMENTS NEXT WEEK. 

At1:25 o’clock yesterday afternoon the mem- 
pers of the Whittaker court-martial heaved a deep 
pnd simultaneous sigh. Ex-Gov. Chamberlain then 
declared with much feeling: ‘‘The defense here 
rest their case.” Two particular court loungers 
svho have been in constant attendance ever since 
Feb. 3 exchanged looks of mournful significance. 
They realized that the beginning of the end of this 
celebrated case was not far hence, and that the 
cool court-room would little longer afford them a 


joafing-epot. During the morning Dr. W. 8. 
reer ct Brooklyn. and Dr. Michael K. Hogan had 
testified in support of the position assumed by the 
defense, that Cadet Whittaker, when discovered 
on the morning ot the outrage, bound hand 
pnd foot, was perfectly unconscious. Judge- 
Advocate Gardner has a few more witnesses 
to examine in rebuttal, and so notified the court, 
and by next week it is expected that the deck 
will be cleared for the closing arguments. A num- 
ber of letters, documents, and depositions were 
offered in rebuttal by the Judge-Advocate, some 
of which passed without objection by the defense, 
while others were the subject of a spirited argu- 
ment between Judge-Advocate Gardner and ex- 
Gov. Chamberiain. 

One of these exhibits was a letter written by 
Whittaker to Prof. Greener a day or two after the 
lleged outrage. The letter was already in evi- 
fence for the purpose of affording a comparison of 
gandwriting. Ex-Gov. Chamberlain told the court 
Jistinetly when he offered it that its handwriting, 
not its contents, was to be considered. This was 
so understood by everybody in court. Judge-Ad- 
rocate Gardner now offered the letter in evidence 
tor its contents, to that portion of which relating 
to Whittaker’s “‘ never before dreaming he had 
any enemy at West Point who would injure him” 
ronsiderable importance is attached. Mr. Cham- 
perlain warmly declared that he lived in a constant 
state of learning, but he never expected to be 
toid at this late day that a defendant could be 
compelled to furnish evidence to criminate him- 
self. The prosecution was just as much authorized 
to go down into the defendant’s pockets fora 

rivate letter as it was to use the contents of 
Potter in evidence fora comparison of its hand- 
writing only.

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SUIT AGAINST DR. L. H. SAYRE. 
MRS, MORGAN WANTS $25,000 ror ALLEGED 
IMPROPER TREATMENT. 


The trial of the suit of Mrs. Annie Morgan 
against Dr. Lewis H. Sayre, was begun before 
Judge Lawrence and a jury in the Supreme Court, 
Circuit, yesterday. Mrs. Morgan asks for $25,000 
damages, asserting that Dr. Sayre improperly ad- 
ministered nux vomica, or strychnine, to her, and 
that the poison so debilitated her that she was 
unable to work for over a year, aud in that time 
‘was compelled to spend considerable money for 
medical treatment, and for living here and in 


Europe, whither she went in search of health. 
Dr. Sayre denies having prescribed the poison, and 
seeks to prove that Mrs. Morgan’s debilitation 
resulted from physical disorders. Mrs. Morgan 
was the only witness examined yesterday. She is 
a ogg og A self-possessed woman of about 38 
years. She is not handsome, but displays good 
taste in dress, has a keen wit, andeis so 
uick at repartee that at times yesterday 
she disconcerted the lawyer opposed to her—Mr, 
Augustus Van Wyck—although he is a cool and 
cautious cross-examiner. In her direet examina- 
tion she simply told the circumstances under which 
she took the medicine Dr. Sayre prescribed for her 
and the effects {t produced. Her cross-examina- 
tion had for its end the discovery of any and all oc- 
currences in her life which might account 
for the maladies which she alleges. Dr. 
Sayre brought upon her. She refused to 
give the name or her first husband, "but 
said he was the father of her two children, whose 
whereabouts she does not know. Her second hus- 
band was a Dr. John Morgan, and she was married 
to him in Canada in 1866. She could not tell 
whether she had one, two, three. or ten children 
by that marriage. She protested against the 
course of the examination, and for a time became 
very much excited. She insisted that the lawyer 
who questioned her knew as much about Dr. Mor- 
gan’s life or death as she did. She denied that 
she ever told the lady who is now Dr. Sayre’s 
wife, when witness was housekeeper for that 
lady’s father, Mr. William L. Pomeroy, that Dr. 
Morgan was killed by being thrown from a wagon, 
and that the manner of his death so distressed her 
that she became unconscious and was afterward 
debilitated by it. Mrs. Morgan denied also that 
she suffered from hysteria, or ‘“rigamacranks,”’ 
prior to taking the nux vomica, or strychnine. 
‘Rigamacranks,” she explained, was a word 
coined by Miss Pomeroy, now Mrs. Sayre. 
to define the contortions which afflicted 
her after she took the poison. She said she came 
to this City in 1870, and among the positions she 
has held since was that of housekeeper of the 
Travelers’ Club. She declared indignantly that 
she had no habits with respect to stimulants. She 
took wine at dinner, and had taken whisky when 
Miss Pomeroy offered her some from her private 
stock, and she had also kept Mr. 8. Pomeroy com- 
pany when he took a little drink. She took no 
**morning doses,” however, and never needed any 
stimulants, because she was always active until the 
occurrence of which she complains in her suit. The 
case is stiJlon.

ON TRIAL FOR ARSON. 

In the trial of Mary Dooley for arson in 
the first degree, before Judge Gildersleeve, in the 
Court of General Sessions, yesterday, another phase 
of a remarkable case was reached. The accused 
was a domesticinthe family of Charles E. Craw- 
ford, a resident of Morrisania. Two fires and nu- 
merous thefts caused Mr. Crawford to institute 
inquiries, and suspicion pointed to his daughter 
Annie, a girl of 13. She admitted each and every 
offense, including arson, and with the view of pre- 


venting her from committing further offenses, Mr. 
Crawford placed awire chain around her hands 
and kept her confined to a certain portion of the 
house. Repeated offenses, all of which she admit- 
ted, induced him to call inthe aid of the Police. 
On Feb. 13 Detectives Wilkens and Reilly, of the 
Thirty-third Precinct, foundin Mary Dooley’s closet 
some clothes which had been supposed to have been 
burned iu the mysterious fires, and she was arrest- 
ed. She then admitted, so claim the prosecution, 
that she had set fire to the house—an offense for 
which little Annie, on her own confession of guilt, 
had been severely punished. She was indicted for 
arson, the charge being that on Jan. 18 she set 
fire to the laundry, in which an empty kerosene 
lamp had been found. The alleged confession 
of the accused was testified to by Detec- 
tives Wilkens and Reilly, Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
E. Crawford, arents of little Annie, and 
Mr. George O. Moore, father of Mrs. Crawford. 
The prisoner was called out of the usual order, at 
the request of her counsel, and stated that she had 
confessed setting fire to the place only at the solic- 
itation of Mr. Moore, who said it would be better 
for all parties that she should do so, and promised 
that a confession of her guilt would secure her im- 
munity from punishment. The case will be con- 
tinued to-day.

DAMAGES IN THE MERINGUE PIE CASE. 
A lemon meringue pie was bought by Mrs. 
Bethuel C. Wheeler in the baker’s shop of Charles 
Schinkel, at No. 611 Eighth-avenue, on Nov. 15, 
1879, and from eating it Mrs. Wheeler’s family be- 
came sick. Her son, George H. Wheeler, aged 


about 31 years, died, and it was ascertained by 
analysis that the pie contaized yellow aniline. 

«Some of the material was given to dogs and they 
displayed the same symptoms as the eeler fam- 
ily. Mr. Bethuel C. Wheeler sued the baker for 
$5,000 damages. The case was tried before Judge 
Barrett and a jury in the Rapreme Court, 
Circuit, where it was admitted by the plain- 
tiff that Schinkel kept a very clean place, 
and the defendant put in proof that yellow aniline 
dye was never kept in his shop, The theory of the 
defense was that a discharged baker put the poison 
into the pie. The baker thus indicated asa crim- 
inal testified on the trial that he was at sea on his 
way to Europe at the time the pies were made. No 
clear evidence as to how the poison was introduced 
was furnished. A strange feature of the case was 
that while some other families were also poisoned, 
many persons who ate of pies made in the same 
batcn were not. The jury gave Mr. Wheeler a ver- 
dict for $1,000 damages. r. Abner C. Thomas fur 
the plaintiff, and Mr. Henry W. Bookstaver for the 
defendant. 


A 8UIT AGAINST THE CITY DISMISSED. 

A mob of boys wrecked the frame house 
No. 178 Mercer-street, on last election day, in 
order to obtain fuel for a bonfire. They carried 
away its stoop, bannisters, and shutters, and even 
gome of its shingles, and they;{broke most of the 
panes of glass in its windows. The neigh- 
bors did not interfere with the boys, who 
bad been at work for almost an _ hour 


before a policeman appeared and compelled them 
to flee. Following this event, the Inspector of 
Buildings condemned the house, and ordered it to 
be taken down. Mr. Samuel B. Duryea, the pro- 
rietor of the building, then sued the City for 
£i.000 damages under the statute of 1855. which 


makes the City liable for damage done to property 
byamob. Judge Van Hoesen, before whom the 
oase came for trial, in the Court of Common Pleas, 

esterday, dismissed the complaint. He held that 
t was not the intention of the Legislature to allow 
recourse to be had to the public Treasury for dam- 
ages done by mischievous boys, even though they 
acted in concert and with tumult. The riot or 
mob contemplated by the Legislature was that in 
or by which lawful authority was resisted by acts 
terrifying to on-lookers. Acts which would con- 
stitute a riot, ifdone by men, would not neces- 
sarily make one when done by boys. Messrs. B.

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THE INDICTED COMMISSIONERS. 
MR. MATTHEWS GRANTED A SEPARATH TRIAL 
—WHAT THE RECORDER SAYS. 

Recorder Smyth rendered his decision yes- 
terday on the motion made on behalf of Mr. James 
Matthews, one of the members of the Board of 
Police Commissioners, indicted for misdemeanor 
in neglecting to clean the streets of the City. The 
motion asked that Mr. Matthews be granted a sep- 
arate trial and also that his trial take place before 
that of his colleagues—Commissioners Mason, 
Nichols, and French, with whom he is jointly in- 
dicted. In the morning papers, says the Recorder, 


itappears that Mr. Matthews was appointed a 
Police Commissioner on March 11, 1881, and that 
the indictment alleges that all the defendants 
were, on March 12, and up to the_time 
of the finding of the indictment, Police 
Commissioners, constituting as such the Board 
of Police. The indictment charges that the Board 
of Police willfully neglected to perform the duties 
tmposed upon them by lawin failing to clean the 
streets mentioned and with neglecting to remove 
the ashes and garbage which were allowed to accu- 
mulate in the streets in violation of the law, 
although the board was possessed of ample means 
to perform that duty. It is claimed by the defend- 
ant’s counsel that if he was compelled to go to 
trial with the other Commissioners much of the ev- 
idence which would be introduced to show the 
unclean condition of the streets as affecting his co- 
defendants would, as matter of law, be inadmissi- 
ble as against him and would tend to prejudice him 
before the jury. It would appear that the streets 
were in an unclean condition for a long time prior 
to the appointment of Mr. Matthews as Po- 
lice Commissioner, and that it would be 
difficult, if mot impossible, for a jury to 
divest their minds of evidence which did not legal- 
ly implicate him in the acts of omission or com- 
mission of his co-defendants. The District Attor- 
ney resisted the motion on the ground that a separ- 
ate trial would result in unnecessary expense and 
loss of time, that the court could, on the trial, pro- 
tect the rights of the defendant, and that it would 
be the duty of the court to instruct the jury to dis- 
regard all evidence as to any act or omission to 
act prior to the date of his appointment and quali- 
fication as a Commissioner. 

The first objection to the motion cannot be sus- 
tained if there is reason to apprehend that injus- 
tice may be done the defendant. It is the duty of 
the court in every case to afford a fair and impar- 
tial trial toa person charged with the commission 
of crime, and the question of inconvenience or ox- 
pense should not be permitted to interfere with 
the duty of the court or the right of the accused to 
a fair and impartial trial. As to the second objec- 
tion, the District Attorney is right in his view of 
the power and duty of the court, on the trial, to 
direct the jury to disregard all evidence not direct- 
ly implicating the defendant in the charge con- 
tained in the indictment. In ordinary cases of 
misdemeanor, the court would be justified in adopt- 
ing the District Attorney’s view, and refus- 


ing a separate trial, but in this case it is 


apparent that the indictment does not relate | 


to an ordinary misdemeanor, and further, that the 
evidence to be introduced by the prosecution must 
of necessity refer to many transactions and acts of 
omission or commission on the part of the other 
defendants during the time the defendant was not 
a member of the Board. Evidence of transactions, 
acts, and omissions on the part of the co-defend- 
ants as to;the condition of the streets, must ne- 
cessarily get to the jury, and it is reasonable to ap- 
rehend that it would be difficult, if not impossible, 
or the jury to separate from the mass of evidence 
s0 much of it as would be proper to be considered 
by them in determining the guilt or imnocence of 
the defendant. The statute gives to a person 
jointly indicted for felony, if he require it, the 
right to a separate trial, and in all other 
cases leaves it to the discretion of 
the court either to grant or _ refuse a 
separate trial, (Third R. 8., sixth edit., p. 1,030, 
sec. 25.) After referring to the cases of 
White against the People, (81 Ill.,) Vermilye 
against the People, (7 Cowen, R. 40,) Pat- 
terson against the People, (46 Barb., 625,) 
his Honor concluded his opinion by granting 
the motion of the defendant for a separate trial, 
and denying the motion to require the Distriet At- 
torney to proceed with the trial of the indictment 
against him before proceeding with the trial of the 
other defendants in the indictment. 
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BAPTIST SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 
INCIDENTS OF THE TWENTY-FIRST ANNI- 
VERSARY EXERCISES. 

The rain and wind materially interfered 
yesterday with the success of the twenty-first an- 
niversary exercises of the Sunday-schools connect- 
ed with the Southern New-York Baptist Associa- 
tion. It was originally intended that.the 27 schools, 
with their Superintendents and teachers, should 
meet in Union-square, where interesting open-air 
exercises would be conducted in front of the Cot- 
tage, after whicn the children would march in di- 
visions to several halls and churches assigned to 


them. Large forces of Municipal and Park Po- 
lice were sent to the square to protect the chil- 
dren, and at 2 P. M. hundreds of persons 
were gathered on the plaza awaiting their arrival. 
Much disappointment was manifested when an 
aide to the Grand Marshal, Mr. Ernest A.Des Marets, 
announced to the Captain of the Park Police 
that, in consequence of the threatening aspect of 
the weather, the May walk would be abandoned, 
and that the divisions would be sent directly to the 
in-door places of meeting. Several schools went to 
the square, however, and marched around it. 

The first to arrive was that of the Laight-Street 
Church, which was led by a band of music, Assist- 
ant Pastor Sutherland (‘‘ Bob Hart’’) and Mr. Glov- 
er acting as Marshals. Banners of various colors 
were borne by a large number of boys and girls. 
The Cooper Union division, consisting of the 
schools of the Sixth-Street Church, B. H. Rogers, 
Superintendent; Emanuel Church, the Rev. S. Al- 
man, Superintendent: Olive Branch Mission, I. 
Netterfield, Superintendent; First German Church, 
the Rev. G. A. Schulte, Superintendent, and East 
Baptist Church, W. S. Huson, Superintendent, also 
paraded around the square before proceeding to 
the hall. Boswald’s band, in bright military uni- 
forms, marched at the head, with Marshal Alman 
in command of tke division. The schools were 
divided, as the various banners indicated, into in- 
fant classes, Bible classes, ‘“‘Buds of Promise,” 
“Tender Branches,’ **Goiden Links,” ‘* Workers 
for Jesus.”’ ‘* Cheerful Givers,’ ** Young Christian 
Soldiers,’? ‘**Cross Bearers,” ‘Little Pilgrims,’’ 
* Little Reapers,” and other sub-divisions with 
equally suggestive titles. The meeting at the 
Cooper Institute was presided over by the Rev.

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THE TELEGRAPH OCNSOLIDATION. 


—__—- 
CONTINUATION OF THE SUIT OF WILLIAM 8. 
WILLIAMS. 

The cross-examination of Dr. Norvin Green, 
in the trial of the suit of William S. Williams 
against the Western Union Telegraph Company, 
was resumed by Mr. A. J. Vanderpoel at the open- 
ing of the Superior Court, Equity Term, yesterday. 
Dr. Green said that under its contract with the 
Pennsylvania Railroad the American Union Tele- 
graph Company had the power to drive the West- 
ern Union from the railroad stations, and otherwise 
cripple it. The American Union's managers had 
relations of amity with many railroads, and were, 


therefore, able to make with them contracts peou- 
liarly favorable to it. The Western Union, Dr. 
Green said, was forced into expensive litigation 
with railroads controlled by Jay Gould, and, 
through the efforts of that operator, it was de- 
prived of the control of 3,000 miles of lines along 
the Pacific railroads. In the six months last prior 
to the consolidation of the three telegraph compa- 
nies the receipts of the Western Union fell off 
$804,000, the greater part of which reduction 
occurred in the last three months. Dr. Green ad- 
mitted to Mr. Sewell, upon redirect examination, 
that the knowledge of the intended consolidation 
of the three corporations was valuable, and that on 
the strength of it he bought some stock. He also 
told some of the Western Union stockholders 
about the project, but refused to talk to other per- 
sons about it. 

Washington E. Conner was called as the second 
witness, and the plaintiff's counsel proposed to as- 
certain from him the relations between the Amer- 
ican Union Telegraph Company andthe Central 
Construction Company. Judge Truax ruled out as 
irrelevant the questions directed to this end. Au- 
gustus Schell testified as to the conferences re- 
specting consolidation similarly to Dr. Green. He 
said that after the conference at William H. Van- 
derbilt’s house he bought some stock. At the 
conference with Jay Gould, Sidney Dillon, and 
Russell Sage, Mr. Gould proposed that the earnings 
of the American Union and Western Union Com- 
panies should be pooled. The Western Union's 
representatives objected to such a proceeding, 
having been taught by their experience with the 
Atlantic and Pacific ‘‘pool.”’ Gen. Thomas T. 
Eckert, former President of the American Union 
Company, having taken the witness stand, Mr. 
Sewell renewed his effort to learn the relations of 
that company to the Central Construction Com- 
pony. Judge Truax again ruled against the plaint- 
ff’s counsel, and they took an exception. Gen. 
Eckert testified that the American Union about 
paid expenses at the time of the consolidation. In 
the previous year, he said, its reeeipts did not equal 
its expenditures. The case is still on, and is likely 
to continue on trial for more than a week.

POURING THE MOLTEN IRON FOR A FALL 
RIVER 8TEAMER’S BED-PLATE. 

The large iron bed-plate for the Fall River 
steamer Puritan was successfully cast yesterday at 
the foundry of John Roach & Son. About 2 o’clock 
in the afternoon the iron in the furnaces had been 
melted to a white incandescent fluid. A tall man 
with a long fron rod stood near the furnaces and 
tapped them, letting the metal fiow in a brilliant 
white stream into two large ladles. From these 
large ladies the iron was poured into smaller ones 
of 200 pounds capacity, each of which was carried 


by four men and emptied into one large tank ladle 
of 17 tons capacity and into two smaller tank 
ladies of 7 tons capacity each. As the liquid 
metal was poured into the tank ladles it sent 
shining white stars whirling intothe air. Although 
these white stars were said to burn through the 
clothes in falling, the workmen did not seem to 
mind them much, but some how or other easily 
managed to keep out of their way. Charcoal] was 
poured on the iron to keep out the cold air from 
the top, and thus prevent the metal from forming 
a crust and cracking. The large tank was placed 
immediately aboye the mold of the bed-plate, and 
the two smaller ones on the opposite side were sus 
pended by chains toalarge crane. The immense 
mold was 37 feet long and 14 feet wide. To con- 
struct it about 2,000 feet of timber was used, for 
the frame had first to be made of wood and the 
clay molded to that. The entire mold was coy- 
ered by a roof of bricks into which ducts for con- 
ducting the molten metal were cut. 

About 4:30 o’clock all was ready. The tank 
ladles were full, and all the men were at their 
posts. Foreman Gaynor stood on an elevated po- 
sition at the head of the mold, near the big tank. 
The smaller tank ladies were swung round to the 
edge of the mold. Mr. Gaynor ordered:the tank 
to be tapped, and immediately after a white, 
shining stream fiowed out with a whirring. bub- 
bling sound, raising a fierce white flame along its 
track. When the smaller tanks were tepped the 
liquid fron illuminated the entire foundry, and 
raised the temperature about 30°. A cheer rose from 
the workmen when the plate had been cast suc- 
cessfully. They then began shoveling sand on the 
superfiuous molten iron to prevent rapid cooling 
off. The plate, when trimmed down and com- 
pleted, will be 21 feet 9 inches long, 12 feet 6 inches 
wide, and 3!4 inches thick.

MR. SEWELL GETS A JUDGMENT. 

Mr. Arthur Sewell, son-in-law of Mr. Lester 
Wallack, was the partner of John Bonner, the 
broker who fled as adefaulter about three years 
ago. Mr. Sewell was a member of the Stock Ex- 
change, and that body expelled him on the ground 
that the firm of which he was a member had com- 


mitted obvious fraud. The Superior Court over- 
ruled the resolution of expulsion and replaced Mr. 
Sewell in the condition of a suspended member of 
the Exchange. Notwithstanding the action of the 
court, the Exchange treated him as an expelled 
member, sold his seat, and distributed the proceeds 
—$4,000—among his creditors upon contracts. Mr. 
Sewell sued Mr. Brayton Ives, as President of the 
Exchange, for $10,000 damages. The case was 
tried before Judge Speir, in the Superior Court, 
Special Term. The main feature of the defense 
was a claim that the plaintiff was not injurea, be- 
cause the value of his seat benefited him through 
the liquidation of his debts. Judge Speir decided, 
yesterday, that the Exchange had no right to sell 
Mr. Sewell’s seat, and overruled the plea that he 
had not been on ag a for the reason that he had 
the right to retain the seat as his property as loug 
as he chose if not properly expelled from member- 
ship. He therefore gave judgment for Mr. Sewell 
for $4,c00—the amount for which the seat was sold 
—with interest from the time of the sale. 
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LONG ISLAND DIOCESAN CONVENTION. 

The Episcopal Convention of the Diocese of 
Long Island met yesterday in the Church of the 
Holy Trinity, Brooklyn, Bishop Littlejohn presid- 
ing. The day was taken up by the reports of gen- 
eral committees. The case of the Rev. J. W. 


Sparks, whose church has been declared defunct 
and not entitled to fellowship in the Convention, 
was not considered, and Mr. Sparks avers that he 
and his friends expect to make no effort at this 
session to secure their former status. He says he 
is satisfied to work earnestly in the building up of 
his church and bide the “time which sooner or 
later must come to give the Church of the Mediator 
justice.” His ritualistic practices, he claims, are 
such as he feels are demanded for the good of the 
cause of true Christianity. Last night Bishop Lit- 
tlejohn delivered the annual sermon before the 
Convention, assembled in St. Ann’s Church. 
His theme was, ‘“‘The Present Outlook of Chris- 
tianity as Indicated by the Facts of the Hour.” 
Later in the evening a reception was tendered the 
Bishop at the residence of Mr. William H. Husted, 
No. 127 Remsen-street. 
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OIL-WORKS ON FIRE. 

A fire occurred yesterday in the oil-works 
of Sone & Fleming. on Kingsland-avenue, near 
Newtown Creek, Brooklyn, which occasioned 
damage to the extent of $50,000. The fire 


originated in a petroleum refinery tank, and 
the fiames spread so rapidly that the fire- 
men were unable to control the fire until the 
oil had been pumped from six of the adjoining 
tanks. None of the oil was saved, and as about 
8,000 barrels were consumed the loss on the stock 
is estimated at $32,000. The loss on building and 
machinery is placed at $18,000. The Fire Depart- 
ment received valuable assistance in preventing 
the spread of the fire to other factories from sev- 
eral tugs which steamed into the creek and threw 
powerful streams on the flames. The Superin- 
tendent of the factory attributes the fire to spon- 
taneous combustion. The loss was not covered by 
insurance.
